S EC CITES BROKERAGE FIRM 
OF BALTIMORE POLICE HEAD 


Fraud in Stock Sales Charged; U. 
S. Judge Gives Company Until 
Aug. 15 to Answer. 

By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, July 30. — The 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion filed qa bil! of complaint to- 
day charging fraud and deceit in 
stock sales by the brokerage firm 
of Police Commissioner William P. 
Lawson, former Rerublican State 
Chairman. 

Lawson a few hours later notified 
Gov. Harry W. Nice he was “tem- 
porarily relinquishing” his duties 
pending disposition of the pruceed- 
ings, and said he was “convinced 
that this (the S E C action), is 
a vicious attempt to injure me.” 

United States District Judge W. 
Calvin Chestnut directed Lawson to 
show cause by Aug. 15 why a per- 
manent injunction should not be 
granted against his firm, on the 
grounds that it had continued op- 
erations while insolvent; that cus- 
tomers’ securities were used as col- 
lateral for personal loans; that the 
mails were used to defraud; that 
certain dealings constituted “a 
fraud and deceit” upon customers, 
and that securities owned by cus- 
tomers were sold and the proceeds 
diverted to Lawson’s personal use. 

Lawson recently was under fire 
in a grand jury investigation of 
vice conditions here. 


ENGINEER KILLED WHEN TRAIN 
HITS ANOTHER RUN BY BROTHER 


Sons of Man Who Made First Run 
on Shortline in Wreck on 
Curve in Virginia.

HARRISONBURG, Va., July 30. 
—Two brothers, engineers operat- 
ing different trains on the Short- 
line Chesapeake Western Railway, 
met head-on on a curve today in a 
collision. Leon Sigafoose, 44 years 
old, was killed. Melvin Sigafoose, 
40, was uninjured. 

Walton Sigafoose, son of Melvin, 
was firing the boiler on the freight 
train that crashed into the gaso- 
line-driven passenger and mail car 
operated by his uncle. 

This was the first fatal accident 
to a treinman since the 26-mile line 
began operation in 1895 with Em- 
ory Sigafoose, father of the engi- 
neers in today’s collision, at the 
throttle of the first train. 

Failure of the motor car to report 
resumption of its run after being 
halted by motor trouble was be- 
lieved responsible for the collision.

DES MOINES, Ia., July 30.—Gov. 
Kraschel tonight ordered Major- 
General Matthew A. Tinley, ..com- 
marider of the Iowa National Guard 
troops at Newton, Ia., to close im- 
mediately the National Labor Re- 
lations Board hearing there. : 

The hearing, on charges of “un- 
fair labor practices” brought 
against the Maytag Company, by 
the C I O union representing May- 
tag employes, had been recessed 
over the week-end and scheduled 
to resume Monday morning. 

The text of Gov. Kraschel’s order 
to Gen. Tinley follows: 

“You are directed to close the 
Labor Relations Board hearing in 
the military district. 

“The territory adjacent to New- 
ton named in my proclamation de- 


claring martial law shall, for the 
purpose of this order, be  inter- 
preted to mean the State of Iowa.” 

The Governor’s order thus not 
only directs that the hearing be 
closed in Newton, but would pre- 
vent its being held any other place 
in the State. The text of the Gov- 
ernor’s proclamation July 19, es- 
tablishing martial law in Newton, 
defined the area under martial law 
as the City of Newton, Jasper 
County, and adjacent territory. 

Gov. Kraschel after making the 
order Saturday night, said he feels 
the “hearings are a disturbing fac- 
tor in the community, 

Says It’s to Maintain Peace. 

“The sole purpose of  establish- 
ing martial law in thé community,” 
the Governor said, “was to prevent 
any activity which would tend to 
destroy the peace.” — 

Gov. Kraschel said he had dis- 
cussed the matter of closing the 
Labor Board hearings several times 
during the last week with Gen. Tin- 
ley and the military commission. 

The General and the commission 
were in complete accord with the 
Governor’s action, he said. 

It was indicated at Newton that 
no attempt would be made to re- 
sume tne hearing Monday. The 
trial examiner, Madison Hill, said 
he would report the order to his 
superiors in Washington. 

The Governor said the Labor 
Board hearings had become a 
“show” and a “spectacle,” that they 
were dealing with matters which 
already have been fully aired, and 
that they might be delayigg a set- 
tlement of the dispute. 

“The hearings had not been con- 
ducive to peace in the community. 
They have served to stir up several 
hundred people,” Gov. Kraschel dé 
clared. 

“Moreover they have been oc- 
cupying the attention of the oppos- 
ing parties. It is vital that the 
opposing parties—the company and 
the union—center their attention on 
the settlement of their differences.” 

Sees No Harm in Delay. 
Gov. Kraschel said he thought 
no harm would result from delay- 
ing the Labor Board hearings “a 
couple of weeks.” 

“The matters to be reviewed in 
the hearing can be, heard then just 
as well as now,” ie said. 

The Governor said he had set no 
fixed time for which the hearings 
are to be delayed. “They are dis- 
continued for the time being,” he 
said. 

As yet, the wasning machine com- 
pany has not presented its defense 
in the hearing, which adjourned 
Friday night and was scheduled to 
go into its thirteenth day Monday. 

Thurlow Smoot, attorney for the 
Labor Board, has presented tae 
case against the concern. 

Much of the testimony concerned 
a general recital of events in the 
labor dispute which has kept the 
Maytag factory idle since May 9, 
with the exception of two days 
when it operated on a limited basis, 
with members of the “back-to- 
work” group. 

Nature of N L BR B Hearing. 


The hearing has no direct con- 
nection with a possible settlement 
of the dispute. Neither has mar- 
tial law, which has been in effect 
in Newton since July 20. 

The Labor Board hearing has 
been compared by one Newton at- 
torney to a session of a grand 
jury. It is not, in the ordinary 
sense, a court action. 

Specific charges against the May- 
tag concern cover many phases of 
alleged “unfair labor practices” 
and the company, in its answer, 
has made a general denial of all 
these charges, and has made coun- 
ter charges the union. 

Considerable latitude has been al- 
lowed in admitting evidence so far. 
Trial Examiner Hill announced at 
the opening of the hearing that 
he was not bound to follow strictly 
the rules of evidence in force in 
regilar court proceedings. 

The strike, which began May 8,

Race for Supreme Court 
Nomination Holds Top 
Interest in Primary Elec- 
tions Tuesday. 


BIG ISSUE. IS STARK 
VERSUS PENDERGAST 


Rural Vote to Decide—Sen- 


ator Clark Expected to 
Win Easily—No Impor- 
tant G. O. P. Contests.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 30.— 
Voters of Missouri in the primary 
election Tuesday will nominate 
candidates for United States Sen- 
ator, two places on the State Su- 
preme. Court, State Superintendent 
of Schools and many local offices. 
The candidates nominated will be 
voted on in the general election in 
November. 

The main interest in the primary 
centers in the Douglas-Billings 
race for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for an unexpired tetm of six 
years on the Supreme Court, that 
race overshadowing all others since 
its outcome will decide the éu- 
premacy of Gov. Stark or Boss 
Tom Pendergast in the Democratic 
party. 

Because of the general . belief 
that United States Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark will win renomina- 
tion handily and because there are 
no important Republican primary 
contests, the Douglas-Billings race 
is the only one which has attracted 
wide attention. re 

That has been the bitterest intra- 
party fight in Missouri politics 
since 1922 when Breckinridge Long 
contested with former Senator 
James A, Reed for the nomination 
for hig seat in the Senate. 

How Contest Started. 

The Douglas-Billings issue came 
up in thig way: 

Goy. Stark appointed James M. 
Douglas of St. Louis to the Su- 
preme Court to succeed Judge John 
Caskie Collet, who had been ‘ap- 
pointed United States district 
judge. Judge Collet had originally 
been appointed by former Gov. 
Park to succeed John T. Fitzsim- 
mons of St. Louis, who died shortly 
after his election in 1934. In 1936 
Judge Collet was elected to fill the 
unexpired eight years of Fitzsim- 
mons term, but resigned n 1936 to 
go on the Federal bench. Under 
the Constitution a judge is ap- 
pointed to serve only until the next 
election, 

It had been an unbroken custom 
in both the major parties in Mis- 
souri for more than 25 years that 
an appointed judge was nominated 
in the next election without oppo- 
sition. 

In this campaign the first at- 
tempt to break this custom came 
when Pendergast, who has dictat- 
ed the nomination of every State 
officer elected in Missouri in the 
last eight years, announced that he 
would oppose Judge Douglas be- 
cause the Judge was an appointee 
of Gov. Stark, whose friendly rela- 
tions with Pendergast were brok- 
en when the Governor refused to 
permit Pendergast to select the 
members of the Kansas City Board 
of Election Commissioners. Instead 
of appointing Pendergast men, the 
Governor appointed an. election 
board which struck from the regis- 
tration lists the approximately 60,000 
“ghost” names that had been the 
means by which the Pendergast or- 
ganization had developed its great 
power. 


Pendergast Picks Billings. 

Pendergast picked Judge James 
V. Billings of Kennett, a Circuit 
Judge in Southeast Missouri, as his 
candidate to run against Judge 
Douglas. Gov. Stark then entered 
the campaign in support of Judge 
Douglas, charging that the 
City boss was attempting to con- 
trol the Supreme. Court.

The trial of the first 
three is scheduled to start Aug. 15 
before Supreme Court Justice Ferd- 
inand Pecora. 

Davis, fearing bodily harm - or 
death should he be kept in prison, 
asked to be placed in Dewey's cus- 
tody. The request was granted ‘by 
Justice Pecora. 

Davis was released from his 
Tombs cell shortly afterward and 
discharged the $75,000 bail order in 
which he has been held since his 
arrest in Philadelphia early in 
February. 


Unexpected Move. 

The move to free Davis came un- 
expectedly although it had been 
rumored that he would testify for 
the State. 

In an affidavit submitted to Jus- 
tice Pecora by Assistant District 
Attorney Charlies P. Grimes ap- 
peared this statement: 

“Late yesterday afternoon J. 
Richard Davis, a defendant in this 
case, turned state’s evidence and 
stated that he intends to plead 
guilty and testify for the people. 

“Davis stated to me that he was 
in fear of his life in the event that 
he should be returned at this time 
to any city prison, and, accordingly, 
I request, and Davis has consented, 
that his bail be discharged and that 
he be paroled in the custody of the 
District Attorney of New York 
County, to be guarded by police 
officers of the City of New York.” 

Davis’ counsel, George E. Car- 
mody, consented to the discharge 
of bail, but had no comment to 
make. Davis was attorney for 
Schultz at the time the gangster 
was shot down in a Newark, N. J., 
tavern in October, 1935. 

Hines, reached at his summer 
bungalow at Long Beach, Long 
Island, had no comment on Davis’ 
parole beyond saying, “that’s good 
—good!” 


Co-Defendants With Davis, 

Indicted with Hines, Davis and 
Weintraub were Abraham Wein- 
berg, alias “Bo” Weinberg; George 
Weinberg; John Cooney, alias John 
Sykes; Sol Girsch; Harry Schoen- 
haus, alias “Big Harry”; and Harry 
Wolf, alias “Little Harry.” 

George Weinberg and Schoen- 
haus pleaded guilty and were pa- 
roled to await disposition of their 
cases. Hines and Weintraub are at 
liberty in $20,000 bail each. Cooney, 
Wolf and Girsch are fugitives, 
while “Bo” Weinberg is believed to 
have been killed. 

Since his indictment, Hines, who 
is 61 years old; has fought Dewey 
with every legal means at his dis- 
posal. He asked for a bill of par- 
ticulars and was granted a partial 
bill, hopeful that Dewey. would be 
forced to disclose the names of 
judges and others he (Hines) is 
accused of bribing or ihtimidating.

CHICAGO, July 30.—Harry L. 
Hopkins, National Works Progress 
Administrator, announced tonight 
his investigators had been unable 
to find any evidence to support the 
charges of Gov. Lioyd C. Stark of 


Missouri that the W P A was be- 
ing used for political purposes in 
his State. 

‘In a nine-page letter to Gov. 
Stark, Hopkins said: “The evidence 
secured from this investigation 
shows that administrative or super- 
visory employes of the W P A in 
Missouri have not engaged in any 
coercive activities nor have they 
threatened or intimidated any W P 
A employes. st 

“There is no evidence,” the letter 
continued, “that any W P A em- 
ploye has been threatened with his 
job for political reasons.” 

Charges in Court Race. 

His letter to Stark was in reply 
to the Governor’s letter of July 19, 
in which it was charged the Mis- 
sourl W P A was being used for po- 
litical coercion in behalf of the can- 
didacy of Judge James V. Billings 
as against Judge James M. Douglas 
in a Democratic primary election 
for a seat on the State Supreme 
Court bench. 

Stark had charged that W P A 
workers were threatened with loss 
of their jobs unless they voted in 
the primary Tuesday for Judge Bil- 
lings of Kennett. 

The Federal administrator re- 
ported “I have had competent in- 
vestigators not connected with the 


W P A in Missouri intefviewing | 


not only the complainants who 
wrote to you but also other citizens 
and public officials in the locali- 
ties where the charges were made. 
These investigators have visited 10 
counties and covered over 800 miles 
in this investigation.” 

16 Specific Charges. 

Eight pages of Hopkins’ reply 
were devoted to a summarization of 
16 specific charges made by the 
Governor, and the evidence secured 
in the course of tne inguiry. 

The letter assured the Governor | 
the national administration was 
prepared to investigate at once ad- 
ditional charges in possession of 
Stark. 

In a separate letter, Hopkins in- 
formed the Governor he was un- 
able to comply with his request 
that no W P A officials, includ- 
ing foremen and timekeepers, be 
permitted to act as judges or 
clerks. 

“T think you \will appreciate that 
no such instructions as this should 
be given by me,” the letter said. 
“W P A workers have the same 
civil rights as any other citizens of 
the State. The conduct of elec- 
tions is a civic function governed 
by State laws and itis clear to me 
that any citizen of the State has 
a perfect right to accept employ- 
ment as a judge or clerk in an 
election.” 

Report on Findings. 

_Hopkins’ summarization of the 
evidence and his investigators’ find- 
ings, follows in part: 

“Letter from Claud C. Earp, 
chairman Missouri State Highway 
Commission and campaign man- 
ager for Douglas in Vernon County, 
quoting’ from Earp’s communica- 
tion to you: 

“'So far we have not found any 
activity among W P A foremen and 
timekeepers for Billings, and it 
is our opinion that they have 
as yet received no instructions 
from administrative forces.’ 
_“The complainant, Earp, when 
interviewed regarding the above, 
stated that he had no evidence of 
political coercion or intimidation 
and tnat to his knowledge none 
existed. 

“Regarding his second charge, 
namely: ° 
~“ ‘Certain persons are being em- 
ployed to contact W P A workers 
and inform them that spotters are 
to be placed in the election pre- 
cincts and their votes watched, and 
if the W P A workers do not sup- 
ear Billings they will lose their 

“Earp stated that the ‘spotters’ 
referred to were not employed by 
the W P A but rather were per- 
sons employed by the campaign 
managers of one of the candidates.

“Earp's third charge is: 

“Tt has also been reported that 
persons certified to W P A by the 
Missouri Social Security Adminis- 
tration are investigated ag to how 
they stand on the Supreme Court 
race before being assigned to a 
W P A project.’ 

“Earp stated that this charge was 
based on information coming to 
him from persons who allegedly 
had heard a W P A administrative 
employe make such a statement. 
No evidence supporting this charge 
was obtained and evidence in the 
form of affidavits thoroughly dis- 
proved utterance of such _ state- 
ments and the absence of any such 
tactics. . 

Douglas Manager’s Charge. 

“The complaint of Attorney 
Charles W. Dickey, assistant Doug- 
las campaign manager in Greene 
County, to wit: . 

“‘One Lynn Stokes, a W P A em- 
ploye, and Charles Brown, not con- 
nected with the W P A went to 
Kan City by automobile and 
brought back with them Billings 
literature.’ 

“Evidence disclosed that Lynn 
Stokes accompanied Charles Brown 
to Kansas City and returned to 
Springfield on his own time and 
that no W P A projects were con- 
tacted by said Lynn Stokes. Fur- 
ther that Lynn Stokes had no 
knowledge at the beginning of this 
trip that Mr. Brown was going to 
pick up campaign literature. 


“Complaint of Charles W. Dickey 
that one Frank James, W P A 
foreman, told a W P A employe 
named Jones that “they must go 
down the line for Billings or lose 
their jobs.” It wag disclosed that 
the source of this information was 
a former W P A employe, Edmund 
Jones, who is now employed by the 
State. Substantiated evidence and 
affidavits proved there was abso- 
lutely no foundation to the’ charge 
that the alleged statement was 
made and no evidence of activities 
which would warrant the making 
of such statement. 


“The complaint of Frank Hol- 
lingsworth, Douglas state campaign 
manager, that Guy Wade, district 
director of Springfield was remov- 
ing W P A foremen for. political 
reasons and generally changing the 
whole setup is utterly unsubstan- 
tiated. 

Randolph County Complaint. 

' “Lawrence Holman of Moberly, 
Mo., Douglas campaign manager 
for Randolph County, charged that 
political coercion was resorted. to 
in-a meeting of W P A foremen 
and timekeepers which took place 
July 8 Substantial documentary 
evidence disclosed that this was a 
regular meeting which concerned 
itself with interpretation of new in- 
structions relative to timekeeping; 
and taat the only other statement 
at this meeting was to the effect 
that W P A workers are entitled 
to the rights and privileges of 
citizens and that they should exer- 
cise their franchise as voters and 
as their own sympathies dictate, 


were they to engage in political 
activity on the projects, This 
statement was made by one James 
Holman, assistant W P A director, 
in reply to a question of several 
foremen and timekeepers. The in- 
formant mentioned in Lawrence 
Holman’s complaint, who allegedly 
would disclose facts showing. that 
political coercion was resorted to 
by W P A denied such .knowledge 
and stated that the complainant, 


and that under no circumstances. 


they would otherwise be dismissed 
from W P A. When interviewed, 

t said that he had no 
k edge of any case of intimida- 
tion or coercion and that he real- 
ised it was not evidence; that he 
believed the W P A in his county 
had not resorted to such tactics 
and that in answer to the ques- 
tion as to why the charge was 
made, he stated, ‘It was just a 
hunch,’ 

“Complaint of Fred J. McGinnis, 
St. Joseph, Missouri, addressed to 
you in telegraphic form on July 
19th, charged that a W P A tool 
supervisor, Leo Kanan, was spend- 
ing most of his time in the Billings 
headquarters. Substantiated ~ evi- 
dence disproves thig fact and re- 
veals that Leo Kanan has visited 
the Billings headquarters on three 
occasions in the last month and in 
each case it was on his own time 
while he was exercising the rights 
of a private citizen. 

“Evidence further disclosed that 
Fred J. McGinnis had formerly 
been employed by the W P A and 
was now employed by the Staté 
Department of Agriculture. 

“This investigation has renewed 
by conviction that the W P A in 
Missouri, under the direction of 
Matthew 8S. Murray, has scrupul- 
ously avoided interference in this 
local election and has carried out 
my orders, copies of which I am en- 
closing to you, and which have been 
received by every W P A employe in 
Missouri.”

The Government reports slight

that the insurgents are massing in- 
fantrymen and field guns in that 
region to reinforce insurgent con- 
trol of several dominating heights. 

The reports make no secret of 
the fact that Gen. Vicente Rojo, 
Government strategist-in-chief 
there, and his aids, Col. Enrique 
Lister and the peasant soldier-chief- 
tain, El Campesino, are concentrat- 
ing on entrenching themselves in 
the hard-won territory in prepara- 
tion for a general assault. 


With this end in view, the Gov- 
ernment reports occupation of 
strong positions at Prat de Compte, 
south of Gandesa, and Bot, to 
Gandesa’s southwest. From the 
latter village they command a high- 
way running west from Kandesa to 
Alcaniz and Zaragoza. 

From the Bot positions Govern- 
ment gunners are able to shell in- 
surgent convoys moving to the 
front. Gandesa itself is said to be 
a virtual no-man’s land, under in- 
surgent and Government shellfire. 

Estimate of Rebel Losses. 

A Government report reaching 
Madrid telle of a survey of the 
Ebro front by five Valencian legis- 
lators. “According to a certain 
Army corps leader,” the five re- 
ported, “the enemy lost between 
8000 and 10,000 men in the last six 
days, while altogether they sus- 
tained 30,000 casualties within a de- 
fensive arc held by the Govern- 
ment.”

Failing to halt this drive, in 
which there was bitter fighting to- 
day with heavy casualties appar- 
ently on both sides, the Chinese 
were expected to burn Nanchang in 
aceordance with the “scorched 
earth” policy of leaving nothing 
useful to the invaders. 

While fighting continued through- 
out the Yangtze region as the Jap- 
anese sought to drive up the river 
toward Hankow, Chinese provision- 
al capital, the Chinese asserted the 
invaders were unable to progress 
during the last 24 hours either on 
the north or south banks. The 
Chinese said they repulsed an at- 
tempted Japanese landing oppo- 
site Kiukiang, important south 
bank port the Japanese occupied 
Tuesday. 

A battle was fought at Susung, 
about 25 miles northeast of Kiuk- 
lang, in which the Chinese reported 
heavy Japanese casualties, as Jap- 
anese moved through mountain 
passes to prepare for a flank at- 
tack on the Hankow front. 

On the south band of the river 
the Japanese almost ringed Kuling,

ABOARD CRUISER HOUSTON, 
in Galapagos Archipelago, July 30. 
—Led personally by President 
Roosevelt, a party of 60 officers 
and men from the cruiser Houston 
searched San Salvador Island un- 
successfully today for the grave of 
Lieut. John 8. Cowan of the U. 8. 
Frigate Essex, buried on the island 
in 1813. 

Erosion by wind and water evi- 
dently had erased all evidence of 
the grave. Lieut. Cowan, 21 years 
old, believed to have been killed 
in a pistol fight with another mem- 
ber of the Essex’s company, was 
buried by Admiral David Porter, 
then commander of the frigate, 
which had anchored in James Bay 
to search for fresh wate? and tor- 
toises. 

President Roosevelt was assisted 
in the search by Capt. George 
Paren, Commander Daniel J. Cal- 
laghan and Commander Paren N. 
Barker. They had hoped to be able 
to remove the casket of Lieut. 
Cowan to the United States Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, with the 
permission of the Ecuadorian Gov- 
ernment. 

The party captured two small 
kids on the island. The animals, 
believed to be descendants of goats 
landed by Admiral Porter, were 
made mascots of the Houston.

St. Louis County voters will pick 
nominees for the three places on 
the County Court, or administra- 
tive body; the new elective office 
of Comptroller, Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, Circuit Clerk, County Clerk, 
Collector of Revenue, Probate 
Judge, Recorder of Deeds, the dele- 
gation of three State Representa- 
tives, 25 Justices of the Peace and 
seven Constables. 

Nominees for three local congres- 
sional districts of the city and coun- 
ty also will be chosen. 

Both parties in the county will 
elect central committees for two- 
year terms. In St. Louis the com- 
mittee members have four-year 
terms, expiring in 1940. 

There are few contests on the 
Republican ticket, State or local. 
The outstanding candidate for 
United States Senator is former 
Gov. Henry 8. Caulfield. In the 
Twelfth Congressional District 
there has been a spirited contest 
between Russell J. Horsefield and 
former Prosecuting Attorney Harry 
P. Rosecan. The Republican City 
Committee is backing an official 
slate, to avoid factional splits. 

The city is under virtually com- 
plete Democratic domination, while 
in the county offices are divided be- 
tween the two parties. 

This will be the city’s first elec- 
tion under the new permanent reg- 
istration system, except for the 
school tax election last spring. Of- 
ficials, unable to give an exact fig- 
ure yet, have estimated the enroll- 
ment of voters at 350,000. In the 
comparable primary four years ago, 
the vote was 176,939, or 51 per cent 
of the registration then of 842,577. 
A somewhat larger vote is expected 
this year. 

Registration in the county is 107,- 
167. Chairman James L.: McQuie of 
the Election Board has predicted 
the vote would be about 45,000. 

Voters must call for either a Re- 
publican or Democratic ballot, 
There will be no minor party tick- 
ets in the primary, as there are no 
contests.

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BUILD STRIKE 1S SETTLED 
ON HGLLYWOOD NEWSPAPER 


Five Dismissed Employes Rein- 
stated Pending N L BR B Action 
in Citizen-News Case.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal. July 30. — 
An’ ll-week strike of members of 
the Hollywood Citizen-News  ed- 
itorial staff ended today under an 


agreement in which five dismissed 
employes will be reinstated temp- 
orarily pending final disposition of 
a National Labor Relations Board 
case concerning the strike. 

The announcement was made by 
the Los Angeles Newspaper Guild 
and Judge Harlan G. Palmer, pub- 
lisher of the Citizen-News. 

Judge Palmer said the agreement 
embodied a contract which the 
management agreed to. sign last 
May 13 but which the Guild de- 
clined to sign because of dismissal 
of the five employes about that 
time.

The contract, which will extend 
to. next July 1, provides a $45 a 
week top salary minimum, five-day, 
40-hour week and up to 25 weeks 
severance pay. 

All the 23 strikers and those dis- 
charged are to be returned to the 
payroll immediately. 

Whether they shall receive back 
pay for duration of the strike was 
left pending in the Labor Board 
case.

In his charge, Judge Ford said 
Harlan coal miners were brought 
within the scope of the Wagner Act 
by the fact that labor troubles in 
Harlan might affect the flow of in- 
terstate commerce. 

He added: “The intent of the de- 
fendants to accomplish the objects 
or purposes of the alleged conspir- 
acy are an essential element in con- 
viction of such a conspiracy. In- 
tent may be inferred from the ac- 
tions, words or conduct of the de- 
fendants.”

FORD'S 75TH BIRTHDAY 
GELEBRATED IN DETROM 


He Takes Part in Children’s 
Program; Receives Decora- 
tion From Hitler. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, July 30.—Henry Ford 


took a day off from work today to 
join with his fellow citizens of De- 
troit in celebrating his seventy- 
fifth birthday anniversary. He 
made it clear, however, that it was, 


after all, “just another birthday” 
and that he had no intention of 
slowing down, 

In the morning he participated 
in a party staged by some 8000 
children who sang “Happy Birth- 
day to You” at the Michigan State 
Fairgrounds. 

This afternoon, in a private of- 
fice of his engineering laboratory, 
he was presented with the grand 
cross of the German Eagle, by a 
representative of Adolf Hitler's 
Government. Tonight he was guest 
of honor at a banquet attended 
by 1500 persons in Detroit’s Ma- 
sonic Temple. 

The decoration. was presented to 
Ford on behalf of the German 
Government by Karl Kapp, Ger- 
man Consul at Cleveland, aided by 
Fritz Heiler, German Consular rep- 
resentative in Detroit, in commem- 
oration of Ford’s seventy-fifth 
birthday and in recognition of his 
industrial accomplishments. The 
citation was brief, stating merely 
the pleasure of Chancellor Hitler 
in awarding the cross. Ford made 
no formal response beyond thank- 
ing his visitors. — 

“Much Work Yet to Be Done.” 

“There is much work yet to be 
done,” Ford said today. 

Ford declined to be_ spécific 
about his own plans. “We have 
many things under consideration,” 
he said. “But to say what they 
are would only handicap our ef- 
forts if not de feat them entirely.” 

Ford believes that wealth is cre- 
ated mainly out of the land. Of 
the national debt he said today: 

“I see no reason to worry about 
that debt. What we need to do is 
to create so much wealth that the 
debt will melt away. We should 
see also that the money is handled 
for the benefit of all people.” 

A constant improvement in the 
necessaries of life, Ford said, will 
operate to hasten “real prosperity.” 
He ventured the belief that a pick 
up in business generally might be 
looked for in September and added 
that “high wages and low prices” 
will aid materially in the return of 
prosperous times. 

“This country,” the industrialist 
said, “just can’t be stopped.” 

“We Are Going Right On.” 

To suggestions that his contro- 
versies with the National Labor 
Relations Board and the attempt of 
the United Automobile Workers of 
America to unionize his plants 
might affect his future plans, Ford 
said: “We are going right on pro- 
ducing regardless of the Labor 
Board or any other agency.” 

At tonight’s dinner Ford sat with 
many of his early associates in the 
development of the Ford Motor 
Company. There were brief talks 
by William 8S. Knudsen president of 
General Motors Corporation; Wil- 
liam J. Cameron ,of the Ford ex- 
ecutive staff; Mayor Richard W. 
Reading, of ‘Detroit, and Alex T. 
Dow, president of the Detroit Edi- 
son Company, who was Ford’s em- 
ployer in the 90’s when today’s 
honor guest was struggling to har- 
ness gasoline power to small car- 


riage.

Two 8Su- 
preme Cotirt commissioners, who 
exercise the same power as judges, 
are from Southeast Missouri, one 
from Billings’ own town and one 
from an adjoining county. It has 
been shown that more than 40 per 
cent of the business handled by the 
court originates in St. Louis.

King is an un- 
opposed candidate for renomination 
this year and Winn is expected to 
be a candidate in 1940 for: some 
office. Practical politicians realize 
that even if Pendergast’s candidate, 
Judge Billings, is defeated and 
Pendergast given a temporary set- 
back this year, he still will be op- 
erating his political organization in

000 votes there, a most attractive. 


block of votes to a candidate. 
Pendergast Strategy. 


The campaign conducted by the 
Pendergast organization for Judge 
Billings has been almost entirely 
devoted to lining up disappointed 
offite seekers and others who have 
for one reason or another become 
antagonistic toward the Governor 
and of criticising the Governor, 
one of the chief campaign argu- 
ments being that the Governor was 
guilty of “treason” to the Demo- 
cratic party by refusing to recog- 
nize the Kansas City machine in 
the appointment of the mlection 
Board. 


The Governor has delivered many 
speeches for Judge Douglas, deny- 
ing that it was treason to his par- 
ty to appoint a board which was 
instrumental in exposing the vast 
corruption in Kansas City elections. 
He has charged that the under- 
lying motive for the Pendergast 
opposition to Judge Douglas was 
resentment because Judge Douglas 
in the Supreme Court had voted 
to declare invalid the fire insurance 
rate compromise. 

This compromise was engineered 
by R. Emmet O'Malley, a Pender- 
gast lieutenant, who was State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance under 
the Park administration, and who 
was discharged by Gov. Stark. It 
was the outgrowth of many years 
of litigation over fire insurance 
rates, in which the state had de- 
feated the insurance companies. 
Excess premiums to the amount of 
$12,400,000 had been impounded and 
were due to be returned to the 800,- 
000 policyholders who had paid the 
premiums. 

Insurance Compromise. 

The insurance companies tried 
many means to retain this money, 
and finally the “compromise” 
scheme was worked out. Under ‘it 
the companies proposed to return 
to the policyholders 20 per cent and 
to retain 80 per cent for them- 
selves.

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approval of the compromise by the 
tren Gov. Park and the compro- 
mise became effective as to a lit- 
tle more than $10,000,000 of the im- 
pounded funds. 

When Gov. Stark came into office 
he directed that the compromise be 
contested in the courts as to the 
remaining $1,740,000 and it was in 
this case th®t Judge Douglas voted 
to invalidate the compromise, his 
vote being the deciding one, as the 
decision was by a 4 to 3 vote. 

Gov. Stark, in his campaign has 
made Pendergast the issue, declar- 
ing that taking 60,000 “ghosts” off 
the eiection rolls in Kansas City 
had the effect of enfranchising 60,- 
000 voters in other parts of the 
State. 

One of his remarks which has 
brought applause from the audi- 
ences is: “When I came into office 
I found that the State Capitol had 
been moved up to the Pendergast’s 
ready mixed cement plant in Kan- 
sas City. I have been busy moving 
it back to Jefferson City, where the 
Constitution says it shall be, and 
I’ve got most of it back there, and 
we're going to keep it there, or at 
least as much of it as the Gov- 
ernor controls.” 


Rural Vote to Decide. 


It will be noted that powerful po- 
litical influences are on both sides 
of the contest, but it will be actu- 
ally decided by the big rural vote 
of the state, much of which usually 
is termed the silent vote. 

The total Democratic primary 
vote probably will be in excess of 
600,000. Of these, it is expected, 
150,000 will be cast in St. Louis, 
where Judge Douglas has the sup- 
port of almost of the entire Demo- 
cratic city committee, of most of 
the lawyers and the voters gener- 
ally. It is expected by his friends 
that his majority there will be not 
less than 100,000. 

* The total vote in Jackson County 
is expected to be about 120,000. Be- 
cause of the Pendergast influence 
tht county, which includes Kan- 
sas City, will give Billings a big 
majority. Estimates of the Douglas 
vote there vary from 15,000 to 50,- 
000. If it should reach a midway 
figure of 25,000 Billings’ majority 
there would be 70,000, which prob- 
ably is a fairly close estimate. 

On that . basis, Douglas would 
have a net majority of 30,000 in St. 
Louis and Jackson counties. Bill- 


| ings is expected to carry the group 


of counties in the southeast cor- 
ner of the state, the estimate of his 
majority there being about 10,000. 
This, however, is expected to be 
wiped out by a Douglas majority 
of approximately the same amount 
in the strong Democratic counties 
of north central Missouri. 

For the State as a whole the 
Douglas people expect to win by 
close to 50,000. This, however, is 
hotly denied from the Billings head- 
quarters, which insists reports it 
has received show Billings winner 
by even a larger majority than that. 

Unpredictable Factors. 

Two factors of unpredictable 
strength are the W P A support of 
Billings arid Republican party votes 
in the Democratic primary. 

There are no Republican contests 
of importance, and it is known that 
many Republicans will vote the 
Democratic ticket in the primary, 
some to vote for Senator Clark and 
some for Judge Douglas. Whatever 
may take them into the Democratic 
primary, it is virtually certain that 
the most of them will vote for both 
Clark and Douglas. It is known 
that, generally, the vast W P A 
organization is for. Billings. It is 


State administrator. Murray is an 
effective leader in the Pendergast 
organization. The total number of 
W P A employes in the State is 
about 105,000, and with the excep- 
tion of these in St. Louis, who con- 
stitute nearly half the total, they 
are said to be pretty well lined up 
for Billings. 


An interesting matter for con- 
Jecture in connection with the pri- 


mary is the Governor's attitude to- 


ward Judge Billings in the general 
election if Billings should be nom- 
inated, and the attitude of Pender- 
gast toward Judge Douglas if he 
should be nominated. In reply to 
an incuiry from the Billings head- 
quarters, the Governor said that he 
would support the Democratic 
ticket in the generai election, but 
politicians have noticed that he did 
not specifically say he would vote 
for Judge Billings. Pendergast has 
made no statement as to whether 
he would support Judge Douglas, 
and the Douglas speakers have di- 
rected attention to the fact that 
Pendergast has not, always been 
“regular.” They have cited the bolt 
of the Pendergast organization in 
a Kansas City municipal election a 
number of years ago when a Pen- 
dergast candidate for Mayor was 


the indications are that Clark will 
be renominated by a substantial 
majority. Most of those who have 
attempted to estimate the vote 
have figured that Davis and Mere- 
dith together may poll as high as 
200,000 votes out of a total of more 
than 600,000.. Young is not consid- 
ered a factor in the race. 

State Senator Albert M. Clark 
of Richmond is expected to win the 
Democratic nomination for a full 
10-year term on the. Supreme 
Court by a big majority over Clyde 
W. Wagner of St. Louis. Clark has 
the support of Penderjast and for 
that reason will lose many votes, 
but the Democratic organization in 
St. Louis, which is supporting

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Carl 
Grimm, a steel worker, told the 
Senate Civil Liberties Committee 
today that a workers’ petition de- 
nouncing the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization originated in the 
office of a Republic Steel Corpora- 
tion police officer, with some as- 
sistance from the plant superin- 
tendent. 

James 8S. Torbic, personnel su- 
pervisor and chief of company po- 
lice at Republic’s plant in Monroe, 
Mich., gave copies to Grimm and 
several other workers for circula- 
tion throughout the plant, the wit- 
ness said; and subsequently took 
this group to Cleveland to present 
the petition to Charles M. White, 
operating vice-president of the cor- 
poration. 

“Mr. White 
Grimm observed. 

“T was,” sternly interjected White, 
who was sitting nearby. 

Torbic Paid Trip Expenses. 

All the group’s expenses on the 
Cleveland trip were paid by Tor- 
bic, it developed, and none of the 
workers was docked for time lost 
in the mill. Chairman La Follette 
of the investigating committee in- 
troduced Torbic’s expense account 
for the trip, showing expenditures 
for mileage, meals, a baseball game 
and “setups.” 

Grimm’s testimony was that on 
two occasions he was sent to Tor- 
bic’s office by the plant superin- 
tendent. On the second, he said, 
Torbic had the “petition” in his 
hands. The other members of the 
“committee” were present, he 
added. 

“There wasn’t anything much 
said,” he continued. “The petition 
was given to us to circulate 
through the mill to get signatures.” 

The petition was signed by about 
90 per cent of the employes, he 
added. 

Grimm until last April was an 
employe in the Monroe plants. 


Police Expense Accounts. 

La Follette questioned Torbic 
about a $330 expense account the 
police leader had turned in to his 
company July 31, 1936. Torbic said 
he used the money to pay men to 
report to him on labor conditions 
in the Monroe area. 

The Senate Committee also put 
into the record similar expense ac- 
counts covering the period from 
May to December, inclusive, in 
1936, totaling $2679. For this ex- 
penditure, the company received 
no information of value, Torbic 
said. He insisted a large share of 
the money was spent in safety work 
and in cnecking up on the deliv- 
ery of steel. ~ 

An expenditure of $4095 on similar 
“blank” expense accounts in 1937, 
Torbie said, covered the cost of 
having four plain clothes opera- 
tives in the field that year to re- 
port on sit-down strikes and other 
labor disturbances. 

Former Reporter Got $8147.50. 

James Maxwell, a former news- 
paper reporter, told the committee 
that two steel companies contributed 
$8147.50 in 1937 to his one-man cam- 
paign to make such “dodo birds” 
as Senator Neely (Dem.), West 
Virginia, Supreme Court Justice’ 
Hugo Black, Secretary of - Labor 
Perkins and Gov. Frank Murphy of 
Michigan “turn around and fly 
forward.” :

UNDER NEW SMOKE ACT 


Laundry Assessed $200 on Two 
Charges; ‘100 Pct. Black’ 
Inspector Reports. 


Perry W. Phillips, proprietor of 
the Mound City Laundry, 4812 Le- 
duc street, was fined $200 yester- 
day by Police Judge Edward M. 
Ruddy on two charges of violating 
the new St. Louis smoke ordinance. 
The fines were the first to be im- 
posed under the measure, which 
went into effect more than a year 
ago. 
Smoke Inspector Robert 5S. 
Tasker testified that the first vio- 
lation occurred on June 29, when 
the laundry power plant emitted 
smoke of No. 5 density. The smoke, 
Tasker declared, was “100 per cent 
black,” and denser than any of the 
classifications on charts used to 
indicate smoke density. The in- 
spector said the violation continued 
over a period of eight minutes, two 
minutes longer than the period pro- 
vided in the ordinance for firing 
and refueling boilers. 

Tasker exhibited photographs 
taken at the laundry on July 26, 
when, he said, the second violation 
occurred. On that day, he testi- 
fied, smoke of No. 3 and No, 4 den- 
sities, both in violation of the ordi- 
mance, was emitted over a period 
of 16 minutes. In describing the 
scale used to determine densities, 
Tasker said No. 3 smoke contained 
60 per cent black; No. 4, 80 per 
cent, and No. 5, 100 per cent. 

The inspector said the laundry 
management had been warned on 
numerous occasions to correct the 
conditions responsible for excessive 
smoke. His recommendations were 
for a change in fuel or moderniza- 
tion of the power plant equipment, 
he said. Tasker’s testimony was 
corroborated in part by that of In- 
spector John Monie. 

About 20 residents of the neigh- 
borhood, four of whom testified re- 
garding smoke from the laundry’s 
power plant, were in the courtrdom. 
Three women, called as witnesses 
against Phillips, declared that soot 
from the plant frequently soiled 
freshly washed clothes and that it 
often became necessary for them 
to close all windows.

Great Landowners Organized Against Unionizing of Workers 
California’s Acute Farm Labor Problem 


Industrial Revolution at Last Extends to Agriculture 


TYPICAL CALIFORNIA FARM SCENE—A LETTUCE FIELD IN SALINAS COUNTY

SAN FRANCISCO, July 30. 
O ALL of its 50,000 or more members, 
T the Associated Farmers of California sent 


out this week an urgent appeal to work | 


for the passage of the proposed anti-picketing 
law that is to go on: the ballot in the fall. 

In the literature sent out with the associa- 
tion’s bi-weekly bulletin, farmer members are 
urged to use “every means” to get behind this 
measure and help pass it. “It is a people’s 
battle,” says the pamphlet, “and the people 
will be led by the farmers against dictator- 
ship by force and. coercion.” 

Ever since they organized at the time of 
the general strike four years ago, the Asso- 
ciated Farmers have been out to prevent the 
unionization—in terms of the closed shop, 
extra pay for overtime and so on—of their 
workers. Repeatedly there has been violence, 
in the lettuce fields of Salinas County, in the 
Imperial Valley, through all the rich lands 
of this rich State, and the reasons for this 
implacable opposition are not hard to find. 


Mass Production Farming 

And Anti-Union Feeling 

Agriculture is California’s principal indus- 
try. It has been put on a mass production 
basis with sharp seasonal peaks when thou- 
sands of workers must be available to harvest 
perishable crops. Nearly 60 per cent of all 
persons engaged in agriculture in this State 
are laborers, a higher percentage than any- 
where else in the country—more than twice 
the national averages. The gross annual rev- 
enue from this giant industry last year was 
$660,000,000. Its products went not only 
into every state in the Union but to almost 
every country in the' world. 

The Associated Farmers today are behind 
a state-wide effort to break the power of 
union labor. Not long ago they threatened to 
boycott the port of San Francisco, presumably 
in favor of Los Angeles, if some curb were 
not put on teamsters, warehousemen and long- 
shoremen; and business here is feeling the 
effect of something very like a boycott as 
organized farmers refuse to buy union-made 
goods. Rather than buy, union-made bags to 
merchandise their produce in, farmers went 
to the bag factory at San Quentin prison. 

In San Francisco the struggle on the labor 
front over the basic right of collective bar- 
gaining through industrial unions is in its 
fourth year. A strike is in progress at the 
present moment; nearly 600 warehousemen, 
members of Harry Bridges’ CIO _ union, 
walked out in a dispute over the terms of a 
wage contract. 


Some Desire for Peace 
But Difficulties Are Great 

There are indications, however, that large 
employers, or a number of them at any rate, 
would like to accept a formula for peace, but 
pressure from the Associated Farmers makes 
this very difficult; and what is more im- 
portant, many of San Francisco’s bankers and 
industrialists are themselves farmers—farm- 
ers in the Californian definition at least. 
Their interests include large land holdings, 
planted in peaches, walnuts, citrus fruits, avo- 
cados, the highly profitable crops that are 
California specialties. 

In fact, ownership of. these great factory

Col. Walter E. Garrison, head of the Asso- 
ciated Farmers, is now in the Middle Wes: 
preaching the gospel of his organization in 
Kansas, Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota. Califor- 
nia has arrived first at industrialized farm- 
ing, but in the Middle West and the South it 
is coming, and rapidly. That is why Col. Gar- 
rison believes he can sell tne Associated 
Farmers’ idea in other regions. His expenses 
are being paid by the organization here, ac- 
éording to Fred Goodcell, secretary-treasurer 
of the Associated Farmers of theo Pacific 
Coast, because of the hope that a nation-wide 
farm movement will embody tne California 
plan. 


Industrial Revolution 

In Its Final Stages 

Seen in the long perspective, it is the end 
of the industrial revolution which in a cen- 
tury and a half has transformed the world. 
This is the last field—agriculture—and mech- 
anization is coming fast. Measured against 
the sweep of history, it is a mere moment of 
time. 

It happens that a whole class of workers 
is caught up by the force of circumstances 
involved in this change-over. Upwards of 
200,000 exiles from the Southwest—so-called 
Dust Bowlers — have come to California, 
partly because of drouth, but partly because 
tractors and gang plows have taken their jobs. 
On California's farm assembly line there is 
not enough work to give even a fraction of 
the total a decent living, but they will fight 
for the right to live. Like the cotton weav- 
ers of England 150 years ago, they will not 
lose their livelihood to the machine without 
something of a struggle. 

In all this there is the potentiality of vio- 
lence on an unprecedented scale. At present, 
the Federal Government is paying relief funds 
to migratory workers, thereby forestalling, 
for the time being at least, a showdown. How 
long the situation can be met by temporary 
expedients it is impossible to say. Through a 
whole host of organizations that reflect the 
Associated Farmers’ point of view public 
opinion is being stirred against “aliens,” 
“agitators,” “invaders,”

Many alert Californians see in this the pat- 
tern of an incipient fascism. Others put, it 
down merely to the faddism of a community 
with a broad middie class that is almost com- 
pletely rootless: .- The retired dentists and 
business men and farmers who came here 
from Missouri, Iowa and Kansas are exiles, 
too, essentially homeless in & land of bright, 
hot contrasts. 

But such phenomena seem relatively insig- 
nificant beside the harsh economic realities 
of California’s chief industry; or, it might 
be more accurate to say, they are merely the 
surface manifestations of what lies under- 
neath. No city in California, as Goodcell 
puts, it, could exist for very long without the 
farming industgy. That goes, too, for the 
gaudy reaches of Los Angeles and Hollywood, 
for the rare distinction of San Francisco, as 
wel. as for smaller communities. The cities 
live by supplying the factory farms and han- 
dling their produce. The only exéeptions 
would be those one-industry communities that 
live on mining or lumber. 

Goodcell estimates that about one-third of 
all California farmers are included in Asso- 
ciated Farmers, but this one-third owns and 
operates about four-fifths of all arable land 
in the State. On the factory farms of this 
one-third there is produced half of the na- 
tion’s fresh fruit, nearly all of its dried fruit 
and 70 per cent of its canned food. In addi- 
tion, California now harvests about one-third 
of the nation’s truck crop—lettuce, arti- 
chokes, beans and so forth—shipped by re- 
frigerator cars to evéry part of the country. 


Transportation, Other 
Items in Farm Costs 


It is the cost of transportation that is the 
iargest single item in the factory farmer's 
production bill. According to a survey of 
California agriculture prepared by the Simon 
J. Lubin Society here, the freight rate for 
perishable products is close to 33 1-3 per cent 
of the value of the product. If commodity 
prices slump, then the freight cost may be 
133 1-3 per cent of the value of the crop. 
In this type of farming there is a large ele- 
ment of speculation. 

A second large item on the production bill 
is the cost of power and water. The. genera- 
tion of power is closely linked with tle .use 
of water for irrigation. In California, and 
particularly in the San Joaquin Valley, ac- 
cording to the Lubin Society report, one or 
two power companies have gained control 
of power and water rights and the tariffs are 
high. Add to production cost the item of 
interest. In 1930, 658.3 per cent of Califor- 
nia’s farms were mortgaged to the amount 
of $298,000,523, and while this was decreased 
during the depression years, it rose again 
with relative prosperity in 1935 and. 1936. 

Then there is the cost of equipment which

Children Greatest 


Sufferers 


Of War in China; Thousands 
Homeless, Their Minds Seared 


Nation Making Effort to Feed, Clothe and 
Educate Waifs—74 Refugee Camps 
in and Around Hankow.

Q- of the most tragic concomitants of warfare is the suffering 


to give thought to the fact that modern warfare has done nothing 
te alleviate this suffering, rather does it exist on a more widespread 
scale, rather are the horrors increasingly multiplied. 


In the wars now proceeding in 
the world, no single group is suf- 
fering more than the children and 
this is especially true in China, 
where mere physical facts, such as 
the vast area over which the con- 
flict is being fought and high den- 
sity of population, have created a 
tidal wave of human misery. In 
the ordinary course of events the 
lives of these youngsters would have 
left much to be desired; many 
times they would have had to face 
starvation, poverty and disease; 
nature and the hand of man would 
have been against them. War to 
them can only be one more blow 
from the malignant hand of fate, 
but it remains a blow more inex- 
cusable than all the rest. 

China is a land of many chil- 
dren, more children throng its 
streets than the streets of any other 
country. The casual visitor is im- 
pressed by this great number of 
the young, at first glance it seems 
that half the people in China are 
hardly beyond the first stages of 
their youth. Tiny tots scramble 
over each other in the filth of a 
city alleyway, every woman has 
four or five children clinging to 
her skirts and a baby in her arms. 


Life Among Horrors. 


The human mind stops short of 
visualizing the immense burden of 
misery which has come to these 
children, sometimes forcibly torn 
from their parents. They have wit- 
nessed scenes which will forever 
remain engraved on their memo- 
ries. In any case they would have 
come to recognize all too soon the 
brutal facts of existence, but now 
the greatest depths of human de- 
pravity are a part of their child- 
hood. The mind of China’s rising 
generation has been seared. 

The story of 8-year-old Sun Kuo- 
chi is typical of what has happened 
to countless thousands of innocent 
children. This.small boy lived in 
Taian, a city in Shantung Prov- 
ince. At the time when the Jap- 
anese took possession of the town, 
Sun’s father disappeared, never to 
return. His mother was raped and 
finally killed before his eyes. In 
company with some relatives he 
was lucky enough to escape from 
Taian, and after countless hard- 
ships and a journey of several hun- 
dred miles they came at last to 
Kaifeng, then behind the Chinese 
lines. From there Sun was taken 
to an orphanage in Hankow. 


The world has recognized that 
something, however little it may be, 
must be done for these unfortunate 
victims of social catastrophe. At 
the present time, campaigns . to 
raise money for the feeding, cloth- 
ing and education of as many of 
these children as possible are under 
way in the United States. The 
mothers and fathers of America 
have lent a helping hand to a 
great nation on the other side of 
the globe, not only for China’s chil- 
dren, but for all who are helpless 
victims of the WChinese-Japanese 
war. 


China Trying to Help Self. 


The Chinese themselves with lim- 
ited resources at their disposal are 
also awake to the problem of pro- 
viding at least the barest essentials 
to support life. They have gone 
further than that in cases where it 
has been possible for them to do 
so; they know the dangers to the 
rising generation cut adrift as it is 
from all possibility of normal life. 
The Chinese know, too, that their 
efforts, aided though they are by 
the generosity of the outside world, 
especisily of America, are doomed |° 
all too surely to failure except on} 
the most limited scale. But the ef- 
fort must be made; every child fed, 


Hankow as the present capital of 


China has been the center of what- 
ever activities in behalf of children 
the Chinese have been able to or- 
ganize, although this does not mean 
that the work has been confined to 
Hankow alone, merely that the larg- 
est proportion of the work has been 
done in that city. Also Hankow at 
the moment is the largest refugee 
center in China; thousands whose 
homes were in the coastal provinces 
have fled there rather than face 
life under the Japanese, 


Four organizations are in charge 
of the work, the Refugee Children’s 
Relief Association, the Hankow 
Refugee Children’s Education Come 
mittee, Hankow “Resistance to the 
Enemy” and War Aid Association 
and the Hankow Chamber of Com- 
merce. All of these are Chinese 
organizations, sponsored by Chinese 
and operated by funds collected in 
China. Most important is the 
Refugee Children’s Relief Associa- 
tion, an organization devoted ex- 
clusively to the needs of child vic. 
tims of the war. This association 
is in charge of child welfare work 
not only in Hankow, but also in 
other cities throughout China. The 
other organizations are local in 
character, and only one of them, 
the Hankow Refugee Children’s Ed- 
ucation Committee, exclusively in 
the problem of alleviating child 
distress. 


Schools Established. 


The Hankow Refugee Children’s 
Education Committee, formed in 
January by local Hankow Chinese 
and Kuomintang officials, at the 
present time has 23 short-term 
schools. In these 23 schools there 
are more than 2000 homeless chil- 
dren from 74 different refugee 
camps scattered in and around Han- 
kow. Supervision of the associa- 
tion’s educational work is in the 
hands of a young Chinese woman, 
Miss Feng Yun-hsien. It is an in- 
teresting commentary on the sup- 
port which all parts of China are 
giving the Government in the war 
that this young woman should be a 
native of little-known Sikong Pro- 
vince, otherwise Eastern Tibet, @ 
vast semi-civilized area lying south 


‘| of the headwaters of the Yangtze 


River. 

Shortly after Miss Feng’s arrival 
in Hankow early in the year, she 
gathered around her a group of 40 
young women, graduates of colleges 
and middle schools (equivalent to 
the American high school). who 
themselves had come to Hankow 
from Shanghai, Nanking and other 
coastal cities. With these young 
women as a nucleus of teachers, it 
was possible for her to set up pri- 
mary schools in the various refugee 
camps. Miss Feng and her assist- 
ants not only act as teachers in the 
schools they have established, but 
in order to establish them gt all 
it was necessary for these young 
women to collect the funds. Dressed 
in overalls like factory hands, Miss 
Feng and her 40 assistants solice 
ited funds on street corners in Han- 
kow. Some of them indulged in the 
Chinese equivalent of soap box ora<- 
tory in making their appeal to aid 
the establishment of schools for 
refugee children, while others con- 
tributed entertainment by rendere 
ing China's latest patriotic songs,

WHAT PENDERGASTISM MEANS. 

Inspired by his venomous hatred of Gov. Stark, 
Boss Pendergast has created the outstanding issue 
of next Tuesday’s primary election; he has also pre- 
sented the people of Missouri with the opportunity 
of recording their opinion of political dictatorship— 
not dictatorship in Europe, but dictatorship in this 
State. ’ ees 

Under ordinary circumstances, Judge Douglas, ap- 
pointed by Gov. Stark to fill an unexpired term on 
the Supreme Court, would be nominated to complete 
the term without serious opposition. - Pendergast 
seized upon the occasion to oppose Douglas with an 
obscure yes-man from Kennett who styles himself 
on the official ballot James V. (Josh) Billings. 

He did so in reprisal for Gov. Stark’s insistence 
upon conducting the State Government in his own 
right and not as a puppet of the Kansas City boss. 
Two incidents caused the Stark-Pendergast break: 
(1) The summary dismissal of Superintendent of In- 
surance R. E. O’Malley, an intimate friend and long- 
time lieutenant of the boss. O’Malley was dismissed 
in the controversy over the notorious insurance com- 
promise which he fathered, and which was knocked 
out in the Supreme Court with the aid of Judge 
Douglas’ vote; (2) Gov. Stark’s stunning blow to 
ballot corruption in Kansas City by the appointment 
of an uncontrolled Board of Election Commissioners. 

, a * . 

It is eloquent of the general tone of Pendergastism 
that the enmity for the Governor grew out of two 
decisions for which Stark received his greatest pub- 
lic applause. The second decision was of special 
moment. It has already resulted in erasing 60,000 
ghosts from the Kansas City registration books. 

For the first time since Pendergast has exer- 
cised State-wide power, his machine must function 
without the ghost vote which has given his candi- 
dates office by fantastic majorities. In 1936, 268,000 
names were on Kansas City’s registration lists out 
of a total population of 415,000, or 64.5 per cent, 
whereas, according to U. S. census estimates, only 60 
per cent of the people are over 21. In some wards, 
the registration exceeded the population. In the 
August, 1936, primary, a Pendergast candidate got 
18,919 votes in Kansas City’s First Ward to 18 for 
his opponent—a ratio of 1045 to 1. In the Second 
Ward, the same candidate got 19,201 to 13 for his 
opponent—a ratio of 1469 to 1. In the last presiden- 
tial election, a vote of 41,805 was cast by the 38,401 
babies, children and adults listed as residents of 
these two wards. 

It was easy, with such obvious corruption, for Boss 
Pendergast to elect Mayors, Councilmen and Judges 
in Kansas City; and when 1932 came along, he could 
dictate the election of Governor, Secretary of State, 
State Treasurer, State Auditor and State Superin- 
tendent of Schools, Supreme Court Judges, as well 
as numerous other officials. He did so. In that 
year, when the congressional delegation was elected 
at large, Pendergast support was controlling. In 
1934, he elevated a County Judge to the United States 
Senate—one of the most startling promotions in polit- 
ical history. 

No man ever before exercised such power in the 
history of Missouri. In Kansas City, he set up a 
reign of terror. When his machine deemed it neces- 
sary to supplement ballot-box corruption by brute 
force, its hired gorillas were sent into the streets. As 
Jesse W. Barrett once described the 1934 mayoralty 
election:

Kansas City’s reign of terror is not confined to 
election days. It exists the year around. As in Ber- 
lin, Vienna, Rome and Moscow, citizens may not 
speak freely for fear of reprisals. Some who have 
done so have courted the danger of having their 
assessments raised, or their buildings found defec- 
tive or their business ruined. The wife of a minister 
who protested against wide-open gambling was 
threatened and abused until she fled the city for 
safety. When a clergyman preached against the ma- 
chine, he was silenced through parishioners. One 
had his permit to do business revoked. Others had 
their assessments doubled and trebled. They were 
told: “We do not Hke your minister.”

What has Pendergast done with all his power? 
“Politics,” said he in a famous interview, “is a busi- 
ness.” There is scarcely a phase of Kansas City’s 
business life to which the machine has not entree 
in one form or another. The boss is financially in- 
terested in concrete, liquor and other lines. His 
machine is awarded city and State contracts. It 
sells the construction materials that go into public 
buildings. To the jackals go the slot-machine, dice, 
roulette and prostitution rackets—all immensely 
profitable. Juicy jobs. Big retainers. Receiver- 
ships. The perquisites of political power are endless. 

Homer B. Mann of Kansas City once described 
Pendergastism as follows: 


Pendergastism is a crooked business and polit- 
ical machine or system, brought into existence 
primarily to make money out of politics by ex- 
ploiting Kansas City, and secondarily, to corrupt 
both the Republican and Democratic parties to 
the point where real political opposition to its 
schemes would be wholly ineffective. 


So riotously did the Pendergast machine comport 
itself that it sowed the seeds of his own destruction. 
In December, 1936, the disintegration of Pendergast 
supremacy began when Federal Judge Albert L. 
Reeves opened the series of grand jury investigations 
which resulted in wholesale indictment and con- 
viction of election judges and clerks, precinct cap- 
Some of these 
are now serving sentences in penitentiaries and 
jails. The current grand jury has been specifically 
instructed to go after the higher-ups and more in- 
dictments are expected when it reconvenes next fall.

Early this year, the machine made a desperate ef- 
fort to prevent the renomination by President Roose- 
velt of United States Attorney Maurice Milligan, who 
prosecuted the fraud cases, and its failure to do so 
spread consternation among the ranks. 

One special commentary on the boss’ influence is 
that, while the Federal Government had no difficulty 
in piling up mountains of incriminating evidence in 
the fraud cases, not a singje fraud prosecution was 
instituted in the courts of Kansas City. Justice there 
is paralyzed.

Another qualification is that old-age assistance 
shall not be granted to a person if the value of his 
property exceeds $1500, or, if married and supporting 
a husband or wife, if the value of their property 
exceeds $2000. 

In these restrictions, the law follows the consti- 
tutional amendment of 1932, which establishes need. 
as a basis for pensions. 

If pensions were given automatically to all per- 
sons over 70, one of two things would happen: either 
the annual pension bill would be doubled, or the 
amount of money received by pensioners would 
be cut in half; This is because already approxi- 
mately one out of every two persons over 70 is 
on the rolls. | ‘ 

To make it clear that the pension was supposed 
to be awarded only in extreme cases, those who 
advocated the amendment in 1932 told the voters 
that it would apply only to 9000 or 10,000 persons 
and would cost about $2,000,000 per year. Yet 
today in excess of 70,000 are on the rolls, at a cost 
of more than $17,000,000 annually. 

Not only have old persons been deceived as to 
the purpose and scope of the law, but advantage 
has been taken of it by children of the aged, with 
the connivance of politicians, to evade their filial 
obligations. 

The net result of Missouri’s short experience in 
what was embarked upon as a humanitarian moye- 
ment has been to discourage and discredit legisla- 
tion of that character. Some of the nation’s leading 
authorities on social security make no bones of 
pointing to the administration of Missouri’s old- 
age pension law as a horrible example.

Volume at a time, the history of American jour- 
nalism is being brought out in what may well be 
called newspaper biographies. Allan Nevins set a 
high standard with his history of the New York 
Evening Post. Elmer Davis’ history of the New York 
Times, Richard Hooker’s history of the Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican and “The Sunpapers of Balti- 
more,” by members of their staffs, are notable items 
in the growing collection. The newest addition is 
“35,000 Days in Texas: a History of the Dallas 
News and Its Forebears,” by Sam Acheson, member 
of the newspaper’s editorial staff since 1925 and 
biographer of Joe Bailey, “the last Democrat.” 

It is a fast-moving story which Mr. Acheson tells, 
one that could scarcely be otherwise.

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HIGHWAY DEATHS DECLINE. 

The National Safety Council, which all too fre- 
quently has been forced to bear sorry Bews, now 
brings the country a report on traffic accidents that 
is most héartening.

The Party Primary—A Family Quarrel 


Intra-party contests are always bitter, but cleavage in Democratic ranks causes further 
enlivenment this year; fight is between extreme New Dealers and the conserva- 
tive “older brothers”; nominations by primaries, once viewed as a panacea for pub- 
lic ills, ‘has weakened hold of political bosses but has strengthened pressure groups.

N intra-party fighting, fairness takes a 
] notday. Witness what has been taking 

place during the last few weeks in a half- 
dozen state primary elections throughout the 
country. Then get set for the most wide- 
spread and vicious orgy of political family 
eye-gouging, hatcheting and poisoning that 
has ever been seen in the United States. 

It will take place within the most pros- 
perous family to move uptown (politically) 
in a half-century—the Democratic party. 
The fighting will be bitter. In fact, the fight 
is already on and the first ears have al- 
ready been bitten off in Florida, Pennsyl- 
vania, Oregon, Iowa and Oklahoma. More 
is to follow in senatorial and gubernatorial 
primaries in some 15 other states. 

The main fight is between the older and 
younger members of Mrs. Democracy’s once 
sparsely fed family. It is between the ex- 
treme New ‘Dealers with their modern no- 
tions and burning zeal for social and eco- 
nomic readjustment, and the older brothers 
with their devotion to family relics and 
tradition. Rows in other political families— 
the Republican and Farmer-Labor—have 
been able to share but little attention. 

The direct primary election grew out of 
a protest against the abuses of the old- 
time party convention system. During most 
of our history, the political scene has 
been dominated by two major parties, and 
in turn the parties have been controlled by 
a few men in each state. Prior to the adop- 
tion of the direct method of nomination, can- 
didates for office were selected in conven- 
tions run largely by these party “bosses.” 
As a result, the electorate found itself each 
year confronted with two, or, at the most, 
three séts of hand-picked eandidates, in 
whose original selection the rank and file 
of voters really had no voice. 

In recurring waves of popular-government 
sentiment during the last half-century, the 
old convention system has been wiped out or 
subordinated in most of the states. By 1903 
direct primaries had been made mandatory 
in all but five of the then 45 states. 

But owing to the split in the Democratic 
party, and particularly to the part the Pres- 
ident is playing in the primaries, the vote in 
these elections this summer may be, in the 
aggregate, the heaviest in history. 


The lightness of the vote in primaries in 
the past—which had been a source of in- 
creasing concern to the so-called liberal 
forces of the country—has been attributable 
more to a variety of specific reasons than 
to any general condition. If there has been 


a general reason, it has been largely the one- . 


sidedness of the party line-up in most states 
in former ‘years. There was no reason for 
a heavy Democratic primary in Pennsyl- 
vania, because the Democrats had no chance 
after they were nominated; or for any Re- 
publican primary in Mississippi. But that 
situation is changing. 

Why primaries of the dominant party in a 
one-sided state have often brought out only 
a light vote remains to be explained. Per- 
haps it is because political machines made 
the outcome certain in most cases; perhaps 
it was because of a dull campaign. 

The direct primary is not unanimously ac- 
cepted as a virtue of the American election 
system. Not many openly question its mer 
ita today, but some years ago a few up 


savory primary elections reawakened the de- 
mand for a return to the convention system 
of selecting party candidates. A leading 
argument was that primaries encourage the 
excessiye use of money in a political battle. 
Charges concerning the excessive use of 
money—public money, at that—are already 
flying thick and fast. Some contests dur- 
ing the coming primary season will be be- 
tween the skillful, yet legal, use of public 
funds and the less legal employment of pri- 
vate cash, even as they already have been. 


. Already, too, it can be seen that many of the 


primaries will turn on the comparative 
strength of powerful political machines, 
sometimes the Federal machine on the one 
hand and state machines on the other. 

* . . 


Another objection to the direct method 
of nomination has been that it lowers party 
responsibility, makes party leadership diffi- 
cult or well-nigh impossible, and breaks 
down party control. This, it has been ar- 
gued, is a tendency opposed to the whole 
theory of party government. If a candidate 
owes his nomination to his own efforts, he 
may be less amenable to party discipline. 

This has been demonstrated abundantly in 
recent years. Democratic Senators and 
Congressmen who thought themselves secure 
in their own right have been more inde- 
pendent of administration domination than 
have others. This fact chiefly explains why 
we now find the New Deal managers en- 
gaged in an effort to fasten control on the 
party through the primaries themselves. 

By most of the supporters of the primary 
system it is admitted that direct nomination 
lowers party responsibility and tends to 
lessen party spirit. But in this some see 
an. argument for its retention rather than 
a return to the more “responsible” conven- 
tion system. Back in 1926 Senator Norris 
was using this very argument. 

In any event, the trend has been and still 
is toward more and more popular participa- 


tion in the selection of all high officials, in- 


cluding the President. For one reason, the 
most effective forces in American politics, 
the pressure groups, have been too skillful 
with the direct primary to permit it to drop 
into the discard without a determined fight. 
Labor organizations, farm organizations and 
the veterans have learned to use it, even as 
the Anti-Saloon League once used it. How- 
ever, where primary votes have been heavy, 
as recently in Pennsylvania and Minnesota, 
the effectiveness of pressure groups has 
been noticeably lessened. 
Essentially, and until now, primary elec- 
tions have been strictly family fights, and 
many of them, especially.in the states where 
nomination has been tantamount to election, 
of the most vicious sort. A general issue 
is to be afforded for the first time in 20 
years in the hotly contested Democratic 
races—the issue raised by the cleavage with- 
in the party. Simplified, that issue is sup- 
port or non-support of President Roosevelt 
and his policies and, particularly, his ill-fated 
court-enlargement plan of last year.

As it is, he has been 
able to write, in “The Last Five Mours of 
Austria” (Frederick A, Stokes Co., New 
York), the fullest and most dramatic ace 
count thus far of Austria’s tragedy. 

Much more than the last five hours of 
the title is covered in the book, for the 
writer tells enough of what went before to 
give the exciting events of March 11 their 
full significance. He makes no pretension to 
airing secrets; these must await the possi- 
ble publication of memoirs and documents. 


What Lennhoff does is to give a detailed 
report—and a first-rate reporter he is—of 
what he saw and learned on that critical 
day. It is a fascinating account of turbu- 
lent street crowds, confused officials, coffee 
house gatherings, constant reports by tele- 
phone, interviews with prominent actors in 
the drama. 

Chancellor Schuschnigg does not appear in 
person during the crowded five hours, 
though he is Vienna’s central figure. Never- 
theless, he is clearly portrayed through the 
eyes of associates and observers. Speaking 
of the traitors Schuschnigg had all unwit- 
tingly taken into his official family, one 
attache says: “It really is incredible that 
so able a man should be such a bad judge 
of character.” 

Of his belated overtures to labor when 
the Nazis were virtually at the gates, @ 
worker exclaims: “Schuschnigg has come 
at the sixty-first minute!” There is ad- 
miration on all sides for the courage of his 
stand against Hitler and his bold step in 
ordering a plebiscite, but there is regret over 
his indecisiveness, his frequent acceptance 
of bad advice, his failure to win solid sup- 
port at home. 


Lennhoff is convinced, as were all un- 
biased observers, that Austria’s Nazis were 
considerably in the minority and that the 
plebiscite, had it been held, would have gone 
heavily for independence. Schuschnigg 
could have put down the domestic Hitler- 
ites, “but a war against the German Army 
was hopeless.” So, by calling off the plebi- 
scite and resigning, he averted mass mur 
der, which he knew would otherwise have 
resulted. or Hitler, according to Lenm 
hoff’s version, had shouted at him at Berch- 
tesgaden a month before:

In the orphanages 
already established children be 
tween the ages of 13 and 16 are 
being taught trades for which they 
are mentally and physically fitted. 
This program is being carried out 
with the help of industrialists who 
own factories or workshops in the 
interior. 


A Chinese report gave a detailed 
description of one of these orphan- 
ages in Hankow. This institution, 
formerly a hospital, housed boys 
between the ages of 1 and 14. Many 


from the north in the company of 
adult refugees. Nearly all had lost 
their parents as a result of bomb- 
ing operations which the Japanese 


Chinese lines. The report went on 
to say that the first thing the chil- 
dren had to do on being admitted 
to the institution was to have their 
hair cut and their dirty clothes 
changed for clean ones furnished 
by the orphanage. For ease in han- 
dling they were divided into groups 
of 30, and where the children were 
old enough the authorities gave 
them the opportunity of selecting 
a leader from among themselves. 
On account of the fact that this 
particular group came from the 
North, they were being fed Chinese 
bread (a kind of pancake) as the 
basic food in their diet, rather than 
rice, the staple food in the Yangtze 
Valley and in South China. Their 
board costs the equivalent of $1.50 
each in American money a month. 
As the hospital, now the orphanage, 
was equipped with beds, it has been 
possible for each child to have one. 
It must have been quite a thrilling 
experience for a great many of 
them to sleep for the first time in 
a bed with sheets, pillows and 
blankets. Most of them probably 
had never seen a bed before, hav- 
ing slept all their young lives on 
straw mats laid at night over the 
hard earthen floors in their hum- 
ble homes. 


Dscipline Greatest Problem. 

The Chinese report went on to 
say that the greatest problem fac- 
ing the institution was the matter 
of discipline. This matter caused 
the Chinese writer of the report 
some little concern, but he said 
the authorities in the orphanage 
were trying to correct the situation 
by telling the boys who got into 
fist fights something similar to the 
following: “The Japanese killed 
your parents. When you grow up 
you ought to avenge your father 
and mother. This boy you are fight- 
ing now will help you to fight the 
Japanese when you both grow up, 
so stop fighting with him now.”

drive of the Japanese up the 
Yangtze River toward Hankow, an- 
other group of-500 school children 
agreed among themselves, not en- 
tirely without prompting from their 
teachers, to deny themselves at re- 
cess time candy and refreshments 
for which they receive 2 cents a 
day, in order to help toward the 
purchase of an airplane to be 
named, “China’s Children.” Since 
it would take a lifetime to collect 
sufficient, money to purchase an 
airplane at this rate, these boys 
and girls hope that other school 
children throughout China will join 
with them so that it will be possi- 
ble to present the airplane to the 
Government in a comparitively 
short time. 

April 4 was Children’s day in 
China, and the four children’s relief 
organizations in Hankow used this 
opportunity to make an appeal for 
funds to continue and extend their 
work. A schoo] holiday was de- 
clared and thousands of pupils 
joined boys and girls from refugee 
camps in collecting money on the 
streets. It.was a real holiday; hun- 
dreds of toys, quantities of -candy 
and clothes donated by people in 
Hankow were distributed by the pri- 
mary school children to the less 
fortunate in the refugee camps. 


Plea by Madame Chiang. 

In her appeal for funds published 
on Children’s day in all the newspa- 
pers in Hankow, Madame: Chiang 
said in part, “There are many tens 
of thousands of children bereft of 
parents and homes. There are more 
with parents who are too poor to 
feed and clothe them. These all 
must be cared for. They will soon 
be men and women. They must be 
housed, fed, clothed and educated. 
They cannot be allowed to drift, to 
become beggars and potential crim- 


inals, to burden the streets and/} 


e 
highways with their damished 


‘bodies. Pride in our race alone 


should inspire us to prevent such a 
catastrophe and our inherent love 
of children should cause us to abhor 
even the thought of neglecting the 
thousands of them now in such 
sore need.” 

The success of: Madame Chiang’s 
appeal, the fact that such great 
numbers of Chinese contributed 
their coppers and their dollar bills 
to a fund having as.its aim the 
care of refugee children, is indica- 
tive of the way the wind is blowing 
in China these days. Mass appeals 
for funds devoted to charity, really 
effective appeals, are something 
new in Chinese history. A fund 
for children, for charity of any 
kind, would have been unthinkable 
only a short time ago. Organized 
in society as China has been on the 
basis of the family system, each 
family composed of several hundred 
members, the individuals in a fam- 
ily recognized no responsibility to 
the community at large; it was the 
duty of each family to take care 
of its own. But the war has made 
China a nation in the sense in which 
it was never a nation before. 

Thus do China’s children enter 
into their country’s war against Ja- 
pan. If they are refugees them- 
selves they have come to know all 
too soon by harsh and cruel experi- 
ence just what war means to them 
and to their country. If they live 
far in the interior, in a part of the 
country as yet untouched by war, 
they will have seen the masses of 
refugees fleeing from the coast; 
their elders will have impressed 
on their young and pliant minds 
the fact that they must grow up 
soon, so that they, too, will be able 
to fight Japan. It seems inevitable 
that China’s younger generation 
must be even more nationalistic 
than their parents. 


OVERTON’S RIVAL RULED OUT 
OF SENATE RACE IN LOUISIANA 


Democratic Committee Gives In- 
cumbent Clear Field Because Op- 
ponent Failed to Say He Was White 
By the Associated Press. 

BATON ROUGE, La., July 30.— 
The Louisiana Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee rejected today Rob- 
ert H. Brothers of Shreveport as 
a candidate for the United States 
Senate and declared Senator John 
H. Overton of Alexandria, incum- 
bent, to be the party nominee. 

The nomination, equivalent to re- 
election, obviated the necessity of 
Overton’s entry in the Sept. 13 
primary. 

Under the law, a candidate for 
the Senate must file qualification 
papers with the chairman of the 
state committee, currently Gov. 
Richard W. Leche. 

Brothers testified before the com- 
mittee that he filed his with David 
M. Ellison, secretary to Gov. Leche, 
‘because the Governor was on a 
vacation. 

Harvey C. Fields of Shreveport, 
one of thé committee members, ar- 
gued that Brothers had failed to 
meet such technical provisions as 
stating that he was “a white per- 
son, a Democrat” and otherwise 
qualified to be a candidate.

30,000 EXPECTED TO ATTEND 
BOSTON SYMPHONY FESTIVAL 


Six Concerts to Be Given in “Music 
Shed” at Tanglewood, Mass., 
Beginning Thursday. 

By the Associated Press. 
STOCKBRIDGE, Mass., July 30. 
—More than 30,000 persons are ex- 
pected to attend a summer series 
of six concerts in the “Music Shed” 
of the Berkshire Symphonic Fes- 


tival at Tanglewood, between 
Stockbridge and Lenox. 

The unusual auditorium will be 
ready by next Thursday to seat 
5700 persons at the first concert, 
the chief feature of which will be 
a performance of Beethoven's Ninth 
Symphony by the Boston Symphony 
and the Cecilia Society chorus of 
110 voices. Serge Koussevitzky will 
conduct. 

Miss Gertrude Robinson Smith 
is president of the festival board. 
The office staff is almost entirely 
volunteer. Some 600 persons share 
the work. 

The new shed covers an acre and 
a half of the estate given by Mrs. 
Gorham Brooks to the Boston 
Symphony as a home for its fes- 
tival. It is shaped like a half- 
opened fan, with the 60-foot stage 
at the handle end, and a deep col- 
onnade surrounding the whole. 

The roof has been made of two- 
inch planking, insulated with felt 
so that the sound of showers will 
not disrupt programs as it has in 
the past. Eventually sliding shut- 
ters will be provided at the side. 

From Dr. Koussevitzky’s podium 
to the last row of seats the depth 
is 160 feet, and it is 265 feet across 
the wide end of the fan. Only 
three were needed at the cen- 
ter, so that all seats command a 
clear view of the stage. 

The audiences, festival officers 
say, will be among the most cos- 
mopolitan ever assembled for a 
similar event in America. Ticket 
holders represent most of the 
states and several foreign coun- 
tries.

RFC and PWA Ready to 
Put Up Funds for $58,000,- 
000 Pennsylvania Road.

Approval of the project by the 
R FC and P W A increased the to- 
tal amount of construction author- 
ized under the new public works 
program to more than a billion dol- 
lars. The highway is the first un- 
dertaking to receive financing un- 
der the new policy of having the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
put up money for loans and the 
Public Works Administration make 
direct grants. This policy ig de- 
signed to expand the works pro- 
gram by supplementing P W A’s 
limited funds. 


If the Pennsylvania Turnpike | $400 


Commission finally agrees to the 
Federal terms offered today for 
financing the all-weather toll road 
from Harrisburg to Pittsburgh, the 
R F C will lend about $32,000,000 of 
the estimated construction cost and 
the P W A will make a grant of 
$26,000,000. - 

The super-highway’‘will utilize the 
roadbed of the South Penn Reail- 
road, a route started during the 
80's but never finished. Tunnels 
bored for the projected railroad 
will take the highway beneath 
mountains which often in winter 
are covered with ice and snow. The 
162-mile turnpike will have four 
lanes except where narrowed to 
two to pass through the nine tun- 
nels on the route. 

P W A also approved 131 other 
non-Federal projects today. The 
list, one of the largest in recent 
weeks, involved a total construc- 
tion cost of $72,056,977, of which 
the Federal Government will sup- 
ply $32,279,731 in grants and $288,- 
000 in loans. 

Chicago’s application for a $31,-

$21,740,000 IN FEDERAL AID 
FOR STUDENTS ALLOCATED 


Missouri Gets $270,000 for High 
School, $318,000 for College 
Youths. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 30. — The 
National Youth Administration an- 
nounced approval today of alloca- 
tions totaling $21,750,000 to provide 
part-time jobs for more than 350, 
000 students in schools and colleges 
in every state.

“With intensive cultivation has 
grown concentration of ownership,” 
Eric H. Thomsen, until recently re- 
gional sociologist for the Farm Se- 
curity Administration, reported to 
the California Conference of Social 
Work. “The census defines large- 
scale farming as a unit producing 
agricultural values of $30,000 or 
over. Of 7865 such units in the 
nation, 2892, or 36.8 per cent, are 
in California. Less than one-tenth 
of California’s farms produce more 
than $10,000 per farm, but these 
large growers produce more than 
half, 53.3 per cent of the total crop 
value. .The small farmers, 41.4 per 
cent whose annual production was 
less than $1500 per farm, produce 
only 5.9 per cent of the total crop 
value. 

“The pattern of California agri- 
culture is one of a considerable 
number of very small units with a 
comparatively small number of very 
large holdings, often under absen- 
tee ownership. The owner-operated 
medium-sized homestead type of 
farm is not characteristic of Cali- 
fornia. . 

Further Concentration. 


“Control is being further concen- 
trated by means of current prac- 
tices concerning the leasing of lands 
and the financing of agricultural 
operations. Thus, in the Imperial 
Valley, 74 truck growers are said 
on good authority to contro] 47,750 
acres and 53 fruit growers 31,224 
acres. By such concentration of 
ownership and finance, nine-tenths 
of the crops may be controlled by 
127 grower-shippers, 75 per cent di- 
rectly and 15 per cent indirectly 
through financial accommodations. 
Concentration of ownership and fi- 
nancial control is accentuated by 
high capital cost. The value of all 
improvements, including irrigatiou, 
mounted steadily from $9.95 an acre 
in 1860 to $123.36 an acre in 1930, 
Seo em a total investment of $451,000,- 


Led by large landholders, the As- 
sociated Farmers of California, 
Inc., was formed after the strike 
in the cotton fields of thé Imperial 
Valley in 1934 and during the gen- 
eral strike in San Francisco. Ac- 
cording to the records of the State 
Railroad Commission, contributions 
were received from the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, the Santa Fe Rail- 
road and the Pacific Gas & Elec- 
tric Co., which dominates Northern 
California. It has been reported 
that contributions came also from 
the Industrial Association of the 
State, the State Chamber of Com- 
merce and even from shippers and 
distributers, but this report has 
never been confirmed. 

Curiously enough the largest land 
owner in California, the Bank of 
America, through its subsidiary, 
California Lands, Inc., has never 
held membership in the Associated 
Farmers. A. P. Giannini, head of 
the bank, is said to have explained 
to officers of Associated Farmers 
that while he was in sympathy with 
the objectives, he could not afford 
to be identified with the organiza- 
tion because of the large number 
of trade union accounts carried in 
branches of the Bank of America 
all along the coast. 

Associated Farmers’ Policy. 

In its early stages, the Associated 
Farmers concentrated efforts on 
the passage of anti-picketing ordi- 
nances. The organization is well 
represented on most county boards 
of supervisors and adoption of such 
laws was not difficult to obtain. 

But also, by the statement of their 
own officers, the Associated Farm- 
ers helped largely to finance the 
criminal syndicalist trials that grew 
out of a raid on the office of the 
Cannery and Agricultural Workers’ 
industrial union at Sacramento. 
Eighteen organizers were arrested, 
charged with vagrancy. Later they 
were accused of criminal syndi- 
calism and conspiracy to overthrow 
the Government as defined in a 
law passed in 1919 and aimed at 
that time at the I. W. W. The trial, 
long and costly, resulted finally in 
conviction of eight out of the 18, in- 
cluding three women, Caroline 
Baker, Nora Conklin and Lorine 
Norman. All eight served time be- 
fore they were paroled. 

More than 500 persons fave been 
put on trial under this criminal 
syndicalism law, which makes it a 
crime to belong to any organization 
advocating the overthrow of the 
Government by force or violence. 
The most famous case involved 
Anita Whitney, of an old California 
family, who was finally pardoned. 
Before California juries it has 
proved an extrem flexible law, 
with the most evant evidence 
introduced to get “undesirables out 
of the way.” 

Other Laws on the Books.

Since 1935 there have been no 
criminal syndicalist prosecutions. 
Anita Whitney is running for the 
State Senate on the Communist 
party ticket.

In 1935 and 1936 the Associated 
Farmers took part in the lettuce 
strike at Salinas where there was 
bloodshed that stirred national in- 
interest. Similarly they were ac- 
tive in strikes around Stockton. It 
was in 1936 that publication was 
begun of the bi-weekly bulletin, 
“From Apathy to Action.”

Widespread Influence. 

In all the major organizations 
of the State Associated Farmer 
leaders have important places. They 
are in the State Chamber of Com- 
merce and grower-packer associa- 
tions. But perhaps nowhere else 
is their influence more important 
than on the State Pro Rate Com- 
mission, which was established in 
1933 to fix quotas on California 
agricultural products in which a 
“surplus” should exist. Quotas, lim- 
iting the volume that may be taken 
to market, are enforced today in 
a number of the fields in which 
California has a virtual monopoly 
—walnuts, avocados, apricots and 
so forth. 

Five of the nine members of the 
Pro Rate Commission are mem- 
bers or officers of Associated Farm- 
ers. They represent large hold- 
ings. Roy. M. Pike is a leader in 
Associated Farmers and also a 
member of the commission. He is 
manager of El Solyo ranch at Ver- 
nalis which has 900 acres of or- 
chard, in peaches and apricots for 
canning, drying and shipping, and 
plums for shipping; 600 acres in 
vegetables, celery, lettuce and 
onions; 1000 acres in beans, baby 
limas, small white, pink, etc.;, 300 
acres of alfalfa and some hun- 
dreds of acres of irrigated grain; a 
dairy and a poultry branch pro- 
ducing six to eight thousand ma- 
tured turkeys each year. El Solyo 
has its own freight siding, its own 
Western Union wire with a ticker 
that brings in quotations on com- 
modities and market news. 

Another member of the Pro Rate 
Commission who is also an Associ- 
ated Farmer is E. F. Loescher, who 
manages the farming operations of 
Allan Hoover, son of the former 
President. This consists of several 
thousand acres in potatoes, celery, 
cotton, grapes and deciduous fruits. 

T. A. Robertson, a member of the 
Pro Rate Commission and county 
director of Associated Farmers, 
owns more than 500 acres farmed 
to citrus, walnuts, grapes, persim- 
mons and vegetables. Land planted 
to citrus fruit brings up to $1000 
an acre, depending in part on the 
stage of growth. 

Quotas and Marketing Laws. 

California’s quota and marketing 
laws, enforceable by drastic pen- 
alties, are said to have served as 
a model for the AAA adopted on 
a national scale under the New 
Deal. Incidentally, the New Deal 
farm program has worked in Cali- 
fornia to encourage large-scale 
farming. Benefit payments were 
primarily made, according to the’ 
Lubin Society report, to large 
growers and corporations operat- 
ing lands on a speculative basis. 
According to the same source, one 
large operator, A. B. Miller, man- 
ager of Fontaina Farms, received 
benefit payments amounting to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
“for not producing.” Miller is a 
member of the State Board of Ag- 
riculture. 

More recently, large growers 
such as Philip Bancroft, a vice- 
president of Associated Farmers 
and candidate for the Republican 
nomination for United States Sen- 
ator, have sponsored formation of 
the American Horticultural Insti- 
tute, Inc. This new institute had 
a bill introduced in Congress which 
would have provided Federal funds 
for destroying fruit orchards in or- 
der to overcome a “surplus posi- 
tion” on the market. The institute 
argues that Valifornia now has an 
excess production of walnuts, 
peaches, prunes, pears, apples, apri- 
cots and figs. It has been estimated 
that Federal funds up to $15,000,- 
000 would be required to curtail vol- 
ume in all these fields. 

Making U. 8S. Pay “epreciation, 

“Small growers,” the Lubin Soci- 
ety reports, “should give particu- 
lar attention to the efforts of these 
large scale operators to secure Fed- 
eral funds with which to destroy 
their ‘orchards.

Leonard Earl Wood of the Com- 
mittee is president of the i- 
fornia Packing Corporation, which 
has not only a large indirect inter- 
est in agriculture but directly 
Owns and operates five ranches 
totaling some 20,000 acres in Cali- 
fornia. 

Charles K. McIntosh of the Com- 
mittee is a director of the Cali- 
fornia Packing Corporation and also 
of Miller & Lux, which is a very 
large agricultural corporation en- 
gaged in general farming and the 
leasing of lands. 

Other members have farm inter- 
ests, too, and there are reports tnat 
still others have indirect connec- 
tions with the farming industry.

ings.” 
Novel Prowisions. 

Chapter X includes these novel 
proyisions: 

1. In all receiverships involving 
more than $250,000, the Court must 
appoint a “disinterested” trustee 
who shall assemble essential infor- 
mation relating to the property, lia- 
bility and financial condition of the 
debtor, and the operation of the 
business and the desirability of its 
continuance. In addition, this trus- 
tee is required to report to the 
Court any facts ascertained by him 
rel ting to fraud, misconduct, mis- 
management and irregularities by 
the past management. This trus- 
tee need not be a resident of the 
judicial district in which he is ap- 
pointed and shall be aided by “dis- 
interested” counsel if possible. 

2. The “disinterested” trustee 
shall present to the Court a plan 
for reorganization of the enterprise 
and, at the Court’s order, shall 
make available to creditors certain 
records of the enterprise, held to 
be confidential under the old stat- 
utes. 


3. In all receiverships involving 
debts of $3,000,000, the S E C shall 
automatically become i standing 
amicus curiae in.all reorganization 
proceedings and all reorganization 
plans must be sent to it for a re- 
port, which report shall be included 
when the plans are sent to the cred- 
itors and stockholders for approval. 
When the debts total less than $3,- 
000,000 the Court may ask the S E C 
to intervene, and may avail itself 
of the technical facilities of the 
S E C. 

4. Compensation as fees for serv- 
ices shall] not be allowed except in 
unusual circumstances to persons 
who have traded in the securities 
of the insolvent corporation during 
the receivership. 

5. Proxies cannot be sought for 
reorganization plans unti the Court 
has approved in general the plans 
submitted by the disinterested trus- 
tee, the S E C and the interested 
groups. 

Blow to Old System. 

In theory at least, the new law 
completely eliminates the “friendly 
receiverships” possible under the 
old equity proceedings and later un- 
der 77-B whereby the debtor re- 
mained in possession and 15 insid- 
ers, either the dominant group or 
or a “united front” of creditors,

The “insiders” retain many rights, 
but these are subordinated to those 
of the “disinterested” trustee and 
the SEC. The trustee is author- 
ized to retain the services of any 
officer of the corporation, and in 
unusual cases, an officer, director 
or employe may be designated co- 
trustee by the court to aid in the 
operation of the business.

“As I understand it, Chapter 
is not destructive of the privilege 
of creditors and stockholders, in 
groups, committees, or individually 
themselves to propose plans of re- 
organization.

Contrasted With Past.

King Quoted Judge Knox. 

‘In his minority report of one, 
Senator King decl-red that it would 
be virtually impossible to find the 
“disinterested” trustee required by 
the act, and quoted with approval 
the following testimony by Federal 
Judge John C. Knox of the South- 
ern New York district: 

“Now, all corporations and their 
Management, are not dead. Compe- 
tition, a strike, a bad season, a va- 
riety of other circumstances may 
make it necessary for a corporation 
to come to court for assistance. 

“A corporation in its manage- 
ment.may be known to the court. 
The conditions that brought it to 
court may be open to anybody of 
intelligence and who is interested 
in the situation. Why, under con- 
ditions of that kind, should it be 
obligatory upon the court to ap- 
point a trustee upon the filing of 
the petition? If disclosures and in- 
vestigations indicate that a _ trus- 
tee is to be appointed or should be 
appointed, then let the “appoint- 
ment be made. But if in each case 
—and I suppose that I have had 75 
or 100 reorganizations altogether 
since 77-B has been in effect—I am 
to appoint a trustee and am to give 
him competent counsel, and am to, 
furnish him with the accountants 
that would be asked for to make 
the investigation called for by the 
act, I have the sweetest bit of 
patronage that anybody can im- 
agine, and it will cost an enormous 
sum of money.” 

Disinterestedness Defined. 

Trusteeships, because of the com- 
pensation, will be juicy plumis under 
the new law, and it is interesting 
to note how the qualifications for 
disinterestedness are legally defined. 
Section 158 of the law declares that 
the trustee shall not be deemed dis- 
interested if— 

1. If he is a creditor or stockhold- 
er of the debtor. | 

2. He is, or was, an underwriter 
of any of the outstanding securi- 
ties of the debtor within five years 
prior to the date of filing the pe- 
tition. 

3. He is, or was within two years 
prior to the date of filing of the 
petition, a director, officer or em- 
ploye of the debtor or any such 
underwriter, or an attorney for the 
debtor or such underwriter. 

4. It appears that he has, by rea- 
son of any other direct or indirect 
relationship to, connection with or 
interest in the debtor or such under- 
writer, or for any reason an inter- 
est materially adverse to the inter- 
est of any class of creditors or 
stockholders. 

The last provision is supposed to 
be broad enough to include some 
prospective trustee who might have 
a disqualifying connection with a 
competing enterprise. 


Defense by O’Mahoney. 

In defense of these rigid require- 
ments, Senator O’Mahoney quoted 
in the majority report the observa- 
tion of the late Chief Justice Taft 
in the cas@ of Hardin vs. Brundage, 
that “a receiver is an officer of 
he court. and should be as free 
from ‘friendliness’ to a party as 
should be the court itself.” 

In answer to this, Senator King 
quoted from a paper by Benjamin 
Wham, a Chicago lawyer, before 
the American Bar Association meet- 
ing in Kansas City last year, in 
which that practitioner said: 

“Presumably the object is to ob- 
tain the best trustee possible. Natu- 
rally, he should have a number of 
desirable characteristics such as in- 
tegrity, ability, judgment and ex- 
perience. However, the one re- 
quirement is singled out by the 
Securities & Exchange Commission 
apparently is honesty. It seems to 
have adopted a rule of thumb 
which, like the unerring rays of 
‘Diogenes’ lantern’ will disclose an 
honest man. 

“The major premise of the S E 
Gs syllogism seems to be: all dis- 
interested men are honest or ‘they 
are more honest than the others.’ 
But are they? If the trustee is to 
perform all the functions outlined 
he must devote all of his attentions 
to the job. Therefore, he must 
either be out of work or willing to 
give up his present position. Will 
the desire to perpetuate himself 
color his views?” 

Utilities P. & L. Case. 

Fortas, in his exposition of 
Chapter X, compared what will 
happen under the new law to what 
is now happening to Utilities Pow- 
er & Light Corporation's insolvency 
procedure under section 77-B. 

As is known, when Utilities: Pow- 
er and Light went into receiver- 
ship an order had been entered in 
the northern district of Illinois con- 
tinuing debtor in possession.

UPWARD TREND SHOWN 
IN HOME BUILDING 


May Index 25 Per Cent High- 
er Than Same 1937 
Period. 


An upward trend in construction 
of homes was pointed out today 
by the Federal Home Loan Bank 


Review upon the basis of records of 
the United States Labor Depart- 
ment, collected from cities of 19,000 
and more population. 

The building index for May 
reached 29 (1926 equals 100), the 
Review said, an increase of 25 per 
cent over the corresponding month 
of last year and 6 per cent above 
April of the present year. 

After very sharp declines in 1937, 
the article pointed out, there was a 
tendency during the early months 
of this year for the descent to level 
off and recently there has been an 
upward turn. 

“In other words,” the Review 
said, “the rapid decline in resi- 
dential construction during 1937 has 
been partially compensated for by 
an increase in activity during the 
past four months. 

“Construction costs have tapered 
off much more during the past year 
than has the rental market—both 
of these series showing signs of 
stabilizing somewhat during the 
February-May period. However, 4 
downward trend in these series is 
still in evidence, especially in the 
prices of building materials. 

“With the exception of brick and 
tile, all groups of wholesale build- 
ing material prices indexes indi- 
cated either a decline or remained 
stationary during the month of 
May.” 

Numerically, 15,300 dwelling 
units were provided in May in 
cities of 10,000 or over, an increase 
of 500 over April and 600 more than 
in May, 1937. 

“Although the number of dwell- 
ing units constructed has risen 
during the past three months in 
line with the number of units built 
in the corresponding period of 1937,” 
the Review said, “the May total es- 
timated cost of these units is still 
$4,000,000 below May, 1937.

DOLLAR VALUATION OF 
BUILDING PERMITS OFF 


New Structures and Alterations, 
Combined, 30 Per Cent 
Below July, 1937. 


New building and alterations 
permits, combined, in July had a 
dollar valuation 30 per cent below 
that of a year ago according to 
the report of Building Commission- 
er Charles A. Welsch. During July, 
1938, 387 permits were issued, 215 
for new buildings, costing $561,100 
and 172 for alterations to existing 
buildings, with an estimated cost 
$104,162—a total of $665,282. During 
July, 1937, 435 permits were issued 
for new buildings and alterations, 
totalling $952,130. 

There was a decline of more 
than 22 per cent in building con- 
struction during the first seven 
months of this year, with that of 
the same period of 1937. The de- 
crease amounts to $1,301,581. Dur- 
ing 1938, from Jan. 1 to July 30, 
permits were issued for the con-

Building Permit Values in 
40 Cities, Total $251,- 
103,819 in First Six 
Months of 1938. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 3.— Building 
volume to E. M. Craig, 
secretary of the National Associa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers, 
indicates a downward trend for the 
first half of 1938 as compared to 
the like 1937 period. 

His observations are taken from 
the midyear construction survey 
compiled by Robert D. Steele, As- 
sociation Statistician of 40 cities. 
For the 40 cities, the first half of 
1938 showed 104,363 permits, dol- 
lar valuation of $251,103,819. Com- 
pared to 1937 it was 111,667 per- 
mits, dollar valuation of $415,956,356. 

New York, Los Angeles, Houston, 
Pittsburgh, Indianapolis, St. Paul, 
Springfield, Mass, and Peoria 
showed increases for the first half 
of 1938 over the like 1937 period. 
New York had a 5 per cent in- 
crease; Houston, 24 per cent; Los 
Angeles, 6 per cent; St. Paul, 20 
per cent. Chicago had a 43 per 
cent slump; Detroit, 29 per cent; 
Cincinnati, 25 per cent; Boston, 61 
per cent, and Miami Beach, 113 per 
cent, 

New York continues the leader 
in.dollar valuation. Los Angeles is 
second and Detroit third. Hous- 
ton comparing its population to 
other large cities holds fourth po- 
sition. Chicago holds sixth posi- 
tion. One year ago it was in fifth 
place and in 1936 in ninth place. 

There were 17,452 homes com- 
pleted or under way in 36 of the 40 
cities during the first half of 1938. 
Compared to 35,528 homes in the 
first half of 1937, this is a sharp 
reduction. Los Angeles is still the 
leading city on new homes and 
individual permits. The 1938 half 
year total of 4433 homes exceeds 
the 1937 first.half year. Detroit 

ranks second for homes. Aside 
from Los Angeles, all other cities 
showed less home construction in 
1938 than in 1937 thus far.

Pact Being Negotiated—So- 
viets to Pledge Purchases 
of $40,000,000 in Year: 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 
United States is about to conclude 
a commercial agreement with the 
Soviet Union by which the Soviets 
will promise to purchase at least 
$40,000,000 worth of American prod- 
ucts in the next year. 

The agreement will replace one 
expiring Aug. 5. Negotiations have 
been under way for several weeks, 
being conducted at Moscow under 


be |the- direction of the American 


charge d'affaires, Alexander Kirk. 

By virtue of the agreement, the 
U. 8. S. R. will receive most-fa- 
vored-nation treatment, which 
méans it will be entitled to the 
tariff and other concessions made 
by this Government in reciprocal 
trade agreements signed with 17 
nations and soon to be signed 
with others. 

Negotiations have been proceed- 
ing slowly the last few days, and 
it may become necessary for the 
two countries to exchange notes 
extending the present agreement 
until the new one is completed. 

Present t. 

Under the existing agreement the 
Soviets agreed to purchase from 
this country, in the year covered 
by the pact, American goods to the 
value of at least $40,000,000. "/ 
Aug. 5 their purchases will have 
exceeded this figure considerably. 
Consequently, there is a chance 
that the $40,000,000 figure will be 
increased in the new agreement. 

Some difficulty is being expe- 


‘irienced by the negotiators over 


the understanding on Soviet coal 
exports to the United States. The 
previous excise tax of $2 a ton has 
been lifted as to the Soviets, but 
their exports were “quotaed” at a 
maximum of 400,000 tons. How- 
ever, an American producer has 
chaltenged the right of the Soviets 
to the tax exemption. and the ques- 
tion still has to be settled by the 
Treasury Department. 

Trade with the Soviets has in- 
creased under the commercial trea- 
ties negotiated annually with that 
country. 

In the three calendar years 1932 
to 1934, inclusive, the Soviet Union 
bought from the United States an 
annual average of only $12,000,000 
worth of goods. 

Increased in 1935. 

By the first agreement of 1935, 
however, the Soviets agreed to 
buy $30,000,000 worth of United 
States products. Actually they ex- 
ceeded the minimum, The same 
figure of $30,000,000 was retained in 
the 1936 agreement and was ex- 
ceeded by an even larger sum than 
in 1935, 

In the 1937 agreement the mini- 
mum was increased to $40,000,000. 

The Soviets’ purchases from _ the 
United States consist in great part 
of machine tools. Raw materials 
they have in plenty. 

The commercial treaty with the 
Soviets represents an anomaly 
among American accords. The So- 
viets get the benefits of this coun- 
try’s trade agreement tariff reduc- 
tions although tariffs are not men- 
tioned on their side of the agree- 
ment. 

The State Department accepts the 
Soviets’ intention to purchase a 
fixed minimum of goods here as 
sufficient indication that the union 
is not discriminating against Amer- 
ican exports. The department pro- 
claims that such a promise “is evi- 
dence of the intention of the Soviet 
Government with respect to trade 
with the United States to continue 
to pursue policies and take actions 
in harmony with the purpose of the 
Trade Agreements Act.”

It operated at around 3000 revo- 
lutions per minute over more than 
half of the distance covered, it is 
estimated. A mileage record such 
as this is considered to be a good 
one for a bus engine since bus 
service is conceded to be about as 
severe as can be found, Examina- 
tion of the cylinders when the en- 
gine was taken down disclosed that 
wear varied from one-half-thous- 
sandths of an inch to 9-thousandths 
of an inch. Bus engines operate in 
second gear a major proportion of 
the time. A recent check indicates 
that the proportion of travel in sec- 
ond gear is between 50 and 60 per 
cent. In other words, the engine 
in a bus of this type is turning over 
at around 3000 revolutions per min- 
ute during the larger part of its 
life. 

A PRESS IN THE HUDSON 
body plant, which forms the Hud- 
son solid steel roofs, is 38 feet high,

One Cool Day Sufficient to 
Start Women Looking for 
. Dark Frocks. 


LACK dresses are as inevitable 
Be late July and August as the 
straw hat in February. 

One cool day sandwiched be- 
tween two extremely hot ones is 
sufficient to start fashion-conscious 
women in search of a frock that 
looks like autumn. Perhaps it 
isn't worn much during the first 
few weeks of ownership but there 
is a satisfaction in knowing that 
it has an honored place in the 
wardrobe. 

St. Louis shops, anticipating the 
demand for dark dresses, have on 
exhibition some models which offer 
a suggestion as to the fall trend as 
well as satisfy the demand for 
autumn-like fashions to be worn in 


late summer. Crepe fabrics are 
use most extensively and there is 
much fabric interest because of 
cloky effects and novelty weaves, 
Rayon jersey alsOd is seen while 
various sheer weaves that have an 
alpaca appearance are in tune with 
the times. 


SINCE there is a draped quality 
about many of the blouses of these 
dresses, the materials which drape 
well are in the fashion limelight. 
Smocking, tucks and much shirring 
appear so that a fabric must be 
supple to create the effect that de- 
signers seek in the creation of new 
costumes. Much diversity is noted 
in the treatment of skirt fullness, 
with the models ranging from the 
simple straight-line type to the 
skirt that is tucked all around and 
is very full at the hemline. 

Illustrative of the trend is one 
black crepe frock which has the 
upper part of the bodice even to 
the sleeves tucked all over in ver- 
tical tucks. The lower part of the 
bodice and the skirt to the hips are 
left severely plain in a corseted ef- 
fect while the lower part of the 
skirt displays sunburst tucking. A 
high, straight collar fastening with 
a buckle and two separate belts— 
one high—and the other at the nat- 
ural waistline—distinguish the slen- 
der corseted section, 
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THE SMALL waistline is a fea- 
ture of practically all of the dresses 
regardless of the bodice decora- 
tion or the skirt fullness. One at- 
tractive dress which is made of 
sheer crepe and is popularly priced 
has a draped bodice, the fullness 
held in place by criss-cross straps 
which form a sash. This bodice 
fullness is held quite high so that 
the slender waistline section is em- 
phasized. Sleeves are short and 
have the shoulder fullness ‘which 
extends rather high, thus provid- 
ing a new silhouette line to replace 
the broad effect in vogue for sev- 
eral seasons. 

Although many of these dresses 
have sleeves that end above the 
elbows, the bracelet-length and the 
long tight sleeve are regarded with 
favor for later wear. A few frocks 
with the long tight sleeves are seen 
in the stores. One of these which 
has shoulder pleats caught in clus- 
ters of tiny tucks below the waist- 
line is very severe in its tailoring, 
a handsome brooch at the neck- 
line being the only ornamentation.

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HE little summer theaters are cur- 
rently in lush operation throughout 
the Eastern countryside to the tune 
of a hundred or more. The battle between 
dramatic art and mosquitos is going 
on every night but Sunday. The mosqui- 
tos, moreover, have a lot of allies. One 
of the favorite plays on the pasture cir- 
cuit this year is the murder melodrama, 


“Night Must Fall,” and this is approxi- 
mately the way you get it in the rural 
drama centers: 

Olivia: “Well, we woke up this morn- 
ing thinking here’s another day.” (A 
sparrow that has perched itself in the 
theater’s beam flies across the stage.) 
“We got up, looked at the weather and 
talked, and here we all are, still talking.” 
(She brushes a mosquito off her nose and 
the mosquito thereupon lights upon the 
actor playing the policeman and stings 
him on the ear.) 

Mrs. Bramson: “My dear girl’—(the 
cars outside set up a prodigious honking, 
the actress having to pause until the 
racket stops)—‘“who are you to expect 
a policeman”—(a bee stings the old girl 
in an embarrassing spot). 

Belsize, the cop: “If you please!” (A 
stray chicken crosses the stage and gets 
tangled up in his legs.) “I want to hear 
what she’s got to say.” (Six horses in 
an adjacent barn start neighing.) 
“Well?” 

Olivia: “All that time there may be 
something lying in the woods.” (The 
horses are joined by three mooing cows.) 
“Hidden under a bush, with two feet just 
showing.” (A butterfly flits across the 
stage and lands on the actress’ hair. She 


brushes it off, and it flys over and lands, 


on the cop’s bald head.) “Perhaps one 
high heel, catching the sunlight, and the 
other—a stockinged foot, with blood that’s 
dried into the openwork stocking.” (It 
has begun to rain outside and the water 
drips through the theater roof onto the 
stage, running down the actors’ backs.) 
“And there’s a man walking about some- 
where” (another mosquito stings her in 
the neck) “and talking, like us” (a bolt 
of lightning hits a tree outside the the- 
ater and scares the heck out of the actors 
and the audience); “and he woke up this 
morning, and looked at the weather—and 
he killed her.” (The rain is now leaking 
onto the audience.) 

Mrs..Bramson: “Well!” (That bee now 
again gets the old girl where she lives 
and she lets out a howl.) 

Mrs. Terence: “Ooh, Miss Grayne, you 
give me the creeps!” (She slips in a pool 
of water and lands on her rear, the splash 
blinding the actor playing the cop and 
causing him to fall over the footlights 
into the lap of village grocer.) 

But please do not think I am being 
hypercritical, There seem to be a lot of 
folk, judging from the success of the 
summer theaters, who prefer to get their 
dramatic art that way instead of assim- 
ilating it in the city with these bucolic 
contretemps. It’s all a matter of taste. 

As for myself, true enough, there is 
something slightly discommodious about 
trying to enjoy a play while a frog is 
climbing up your trouser-leg, but I am 
admittedly a rather peculiar fellow. 
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When I go to a theater, I want to go to 
a theater and not to a former stable 
that still smells of manure or to an ex- 
garage that still smells of gasoline. And 
I don’t want my actors to spend half 


their time shooing away bats, wasps and ' 


mosquitos. Of course, I’ve seen shows 
in town which would have been greatly 
improved if bats, wasps and mosquitos 
had been imported from the country to 
shoo away the actors, but that’s another 
article. 

Some other bizarre things are happen- 
ing in the summer theaters this year. Up 
in Cohasset, who has turned actor but 
Sinclair Lewis, winner of the Nobel Prize 
for literature, the Pulitzer Prize for “Ar- 
rowsmith” and the Jack and Charlie 
prize for staying on the water wagon since 
May 5, 1937! Just what has impelled 
Lewis to adopt the sock and buskin is 
something of a mystery to his friends, 
although rumor has it that he is in 
search of material for a novel on the 
theater. (The parts dealing with the 
art of acting will in all probability nev- 
ertheless remain to be written in by Ced- 
ric Hardwicke or Ed Wynn.)

NOTHER figure in, if not of, the 

world of literature who will woo Thes- 

pis is Miss Sally Rand. Miss Rand will 
once more have a go at Sadie Thompson 
in “Rain” for the benefit of drama lovers 
in and adjacent to Mount Kisco. At 
Chautauqua, home of the pure in mind 
and heart, the summer theater, peculiarly 
enough, is offering as its pieces de re- 
sistance a sex murder play (‘““The Night of 
Jan. 16”), a sex comedy (“French With- 
out Tears’) and a crook exhibit (“The 
Amazing Dr. Clitterhouse”’). Pursuing 
the rural idiosyncrasy, we discover that 
at Locust Valley, home of Long Island’s 
flightier set, the theater, peculiarly 
enough in turn, is giving ‘em two weeks 
of Shakespeare, to say nothing of Synge’s 
“The Playboy of the Western World” 
and a grim tidbit entitled “Death Is My 
Lover,” hardly, one should say, a pro- 
gram calculated to overtickle devotees of 
swing music, Martini cocktails and strip 
poker. 


But that isn’t all. Some of our city 


actors who are countrifying their art are 
appearing in roles that would seem to 
fit them with the same snugness that 
grandpa’s pants fit little Hugo. Blanche 
Ring, for example, announced for “Night 
Must Fall” at Provincetown, suggests a 
casting appropriateness akin to Walter 
Hampden in “Three Men on a Horse,” 
and the idea of Vincent Price as Parnell, 
at Stockbridge, refractorily brings to 
mind a picture of Frederic March as 
Gladstone. Nor does Cornelia Otis Skin- 
ner, announced to do Doris Keane’s old 
role in “Romance” at Ogonquit, appear 
to be any more exactly fitted to it than 
Ruth Draper would be to “Of Mice and 
Men.” As for Nance O'Neil, that tragic 
scenery-chewer, in “Time and the Con- 
ways,” it may seem all right to you, but 
it impresses some of us like casting Fritz 
Leiber in “Yes, My Darling Daughter.” 


If ‘you happen to live in the neighbor- 
hood of one of the summer spielhouses, 
maybe goi to it isn’t fraught with too 
many inconveniences, But if you have 
to make a journey from the city to see 
a performance and have to remain in the 
village overnight, God be with you. I've 
tried it, and I know. Finding a place 
to sleep is as tough a job as finding a 
four-leaf clover in the desert and, when 
and if you do find it, try to sleep in it! 

If a number of incipient Barrymores 
aren’t rehearsing something that sounds 
like a Comanche melodrama in the next 
room until 4 in the morning, the bed in 
the so-called inn has evidently been built 
out of a section of some old abandoned 
Luna Park scenic railway. 

And if 17 drunks don’t constantly mis- 
take your room at the so-called hotel for 
whatever it is drunks usually mistake 
anything for, you can be sure that just 
as you are getting to sleep around 3 
o’clock the bed will collapse and send you

peating them in rug and furniture 
coverings. 

We aren’t a great one for rules, 
so take this one with a grain of 
salt. But mostly plain materials 
at the windows are best with deci- 
sive wall papers. Lace or dotted 
designs in sheer curtains are ail 
right, but they’d better be white 
or cream. And draperies will do 
better in plain materials with tex- 
ture for interest. This may be quite 
an important color that highlights 
and accents the wall paper. Chintz 
in a plain tane is a grand material, 
for this—so is taffeta or sdtin. With 
plaid papers or tailored patterns, 
consider the tweed..weaves and the 
homespun types of materials. 

With the indefinite wall papers, 
patterned curtains are all right, 
even the rather riotously floral 
chintzes, providing of course that 
rug and furniture coverings will 
permit. 

Pictures on papered walls are a 
chapter in themselves. Mainly they 
require wide mats unless they have 
dark broad backgrounds in them- 
selves such as oil portraits of the 
old type. If wide mats aren’t used, 
then wide frames are needed. Nov- 
elty frames are achieved by using 
mirror or wood veneer mats, or 
plaid or dotted wall paper mats. 
Or use a wall paper medallion for 
a mat with its center cut out to 
frame a romantic old print. Blond 
wood frames as well as bamboo or 
flat silver leaf frames are suitable

We are all familiar with this 
type of furniture. It was based 
on the Tudor period in England 
which was in vogue when New 
England was first settled; a 
style based on rectangular or 
box-like construction, a square, 
sturdy style well suited to these 
early colonists. But they soon 
put their own individual stamp 
on it. In the first place, while 
England could boast specialized 
furniture makers divided into 
cabinet-makers, chair-makers, and 
wood carvers, the early settlers 
had only carpenters and joiners 
who had to do all the work. 
Then, while oak was the prized 
wood in England, it was soon 
substituted in America by maple, 
pine, cherry and various fruit- 
woods. Then, too, the pieces were 
less elaborately carved than their 
English models because the colon- 
ists had less time for that sort 
of thing, and also because they 
didn’t have the necessary tools.

@ THIS EARLY AMERICAN style 
is one that has remained popular 
to this present day. Today it is 
usually found in maple, is fre- 
quently much more refined and so- 
phisticated than its cruder fore- 
bears but retains the simplicity of 
that earlier time. 

Around the middle of the eight- 
eenth century there was an exodus 
of craftsmen from England, due to 
the increased wealth of many of 
the colonists. Naturally, they were 
well versed in the style of Chip- 
pendale but the American Revo- 
lution made America unwilling to 
copy, literally, the Englist styles. 
So, although the styles of Chip- 
pendale, Sheraton and Heppelwhite 
were all utilized there were subtle 
changes, frequently hard to distin- 
guish. On the whole, the Amer- 
ican Georgian. or Colonial style as 
it is frequently called copied the 
simpler designs of the English de- 
signs. Chippendale was more rep- 
resented by his neo-classic designs 
than those of Gothic or Chinese 
origin. A distinguishing charac- 
teristic of American Chippendale 
pieces was the stump form of the 
back legs and the utter lack of orna- 
mentation on the backs of the 
chairs, due to the fact that they 
were placed against the wall.

@ IT IS FREQUENTLY difficult 
to distinguish the difference be- 
tween English and American pieces 
of Heppelwhite or Sheraton design. 
But Sheraton .proved, in his later 
period known as the English Em- 
pire, a great inspiration to Duncan 
Phyfe, probably the greatest of all 
American designers. Sheraton and 
Phyfe designs are often confused 
but there are many distinguishing 
traits that permits one to identify 
them. Sheraton was influenced for 
the worse in this period by French 
designs while Phyfe, though influ- 
enced both by the English and the 
French, produced designs which 
surpassed those of either country. 

Some of the features which 
Phyfe not only utilized but carried 
to perfection were the lyre backed 
chair with incurving front legs, 
and the pedestal table. This ped- 
estal style was used for consoles, 
side tables and dining table, the 
latter frequently being designed 
with three instead of one pedestal. 
This pedestal was usually either 
lyre or urn shaped, ending with 
four splayed legs capped at the 
end with metal tips in the form of 


cap.

ANOTHER COURSE that we had 
resembled our type of omelette, but 
much more complicated.

One small onion, finely chopped. 

One-fourthn cup mushrooms, finely 
chopped. 

One-fourth cup fresh shrimp or 
crabmeat, finely chopped. 

One-fourth cup cooked chicken, 
finely chopped. 

One-fourth cup cooked ham, fine- 
ly chopped. 

Six eggs, well beaten. 

The onions and mushrooms are 
cooked together in a tablespoon of } 
vegetable oil for several minutes. 
Then the shellfish, chicken and ham 
are added and stirred for about one 
minute to mix and heat. Then the 
well-beaten eggs are poured over 
the top and cooked as an omelette. 
This is a tasty dish and all the in- 
gredients are known and adaptable 
to the American kitchen.

I SUPPOSE that you will want a 
recipe for chop suey since we are 
discussing Chinese food. This dish 
is not known in China, but derives 
its name from the variety of foods 
which are cut in small pieces and 
served in a thickened sauce. How- 
ever, the method of combining a 
small amount of meat with a large 
amount of vegetables is Chinese 
cookery from a long way back, hav- 
ing its origin in the teachings of 
Confucius. 

Chinese cooks are very methodi- 
cal in their work and whether the 
cutting of meat and vegetables calls 
for slicing, dicing or shredding, you 
may be sure that the pieces are 
evenly cut and of uniform size.

FRIED FOODS are used a great 
deal in Chinese cookery and for this 
purpose sesame seed or peanut oil 
is used. These oils impart a flavor 
peculiar to this type of food. How- 
ever, for deep fat frying all Chinese 
cooks will tell you that they use 
lard. 

One frying chicken (2% to 3 Ibs.) 

Two cups celery, sliced crosswise. 

Two cups onion, coarsely chopped. 

One cup bamboo shoots, shredded, 

One cup bean sprouts, drained. 

One-half cup water chestnuts, 
shredded. 

One-half cup mushrooms; sliced. 

Cut the raw chicken breasts, legs 
and second joints into rather small 
pieces. Make a chicken stock from 
the bones, skin and wings by cover- 
ing with cold water and a pinch of 
salt and simmering for about one 
hour. With the broth prepared pro- 
ceed with the recipe.

and cook on all sides until heated

OTS of us live in wall-papered 
L houses, either from choice or 
necessity. And like them. But 
there’s no denying that they take 
a bit more thought in furnishing 
than plain painted walls. Just as 


‘ any dramatic design takes quite a 


lot of living up to, but the result, 
if successfully carried out, is more 
than worth the extra trouble. For 
a room built around a specific 
theme—such as an unusual rug, a 
lovely chintz or a distinctive wall 
paper—has more character than a 
hit or miss design. 

As a rule, you'll want rather 
plainish things with a dynamic wall 
paper. The blond woods, in vogue 
just now, are charming against the 
more dramatic wall papers. So is 
honey-toned maple and the classi- 
cally simple eighteenth century fur- 
niture favored today. Unless you're 
working for a fussy Victorian effect 
better not try to combine fancy 
furniture with an elaborate wall 
paper—it can be done but it takes 
a fine Italian hand. If you have 
intricately designed furniture that 
must go in a papered room, it’s 
safer to veer toward the plain 
papers or those with an almost 
invisible dot or an unobtrusive 
satin stripe. 

If you have walnut or mahogany 
furniture—or whatever wood—take 
a sample of the wall paper you 
are considering and study its tones 
with relation to the wood of your 
furniture. You can get some lovely 
subtle effects by complementing 
deep wood tones with harmonious 
pastels in wall paper. 

In combining wall paper congen- 
ially with upholstery, the same gen- 
eral rules of tone harmonies apply. 
Except that the complication of 
pattern enters in. If you want a 
dominating floral wall paper—which 
is smart indeed just now—then 
you'll want your main upholstered 
pieces to have relatively plain cov- 
erings. Repeat a background note 
of the wall paper in your furniture 
coverings, perhaps, but * achieve 
fabric interest througn texture 
rather than actual pattern. But all 
rules are made to be broken—often 
a not-too-dominant stripe fabric 
works in nicely with a prominent 
floral wall paper. On the other 
hand, & small sprigged chintz can 
be very gay indeed against an all- 
over sprigged wall paper of calico 
feeling. And nothing is more de-

Use the modulated in- 
distinct papers to go with furnish- 
ings that seem to crowd the room. 
And clear out as much stuff as you

How Physician 
Found Origin 
Of Hay Fever 


In 1870, He Proved Rag- 
weed to Be the Cause of 
This Disease.

N the late summer of 1870, his 
| neighbors -in Cambridge, Mass., 

thought that old Dr. Morrill Wy- 
man had gone somewhat daft. It 
is all very well to pull up weeds 
from your own garden, but why go 
into the vacant lots to make a col- 
lectign of them? 

But Dr. Wyman had a purpose in 
view and probably suffered—al- 
though he does not record this— 
for his industry with a severe at- 
tack of hay fever. He had been a 
victim of the malady for over 40 
years. And during a long part of 
that time he had been trying to 
discover the cause of it. He had 
done many other things, too: he 
had a distinguished career as pro- 
fessor of medicine at Harvard med- 
ical school, and had invented a 
method of drawing fluid off the 
chest in pleurisy. 

But I am inclined to think that 
his work in hay fever was his mas- 
terpiece, He had a very personal 
interest in it. Not only he had hay 
fever himself, but also his father, 
two brothers, a sister and a son 
had it every fall, beginning about 
Aug. 15. They all fled about that 
time to a summer home in the 
White Mountains, where they were 
free from it. Whenever one of 
them had to go back to Boston, he 
had an attack, until frost came to 
relieve him.

IT CERTAINLY LOOKED as if 
a plant caused it in some way—the 
fact that the whole family was free 
from symptoms in the White 
Mountains, where there was an en- 
tirely different growth of plants 
from those in Cambridge. But Dr. 
Wyman’s efforts to identify the 
exact plant had failed. Finally he 
lit on ragweed as a cause. It was 
ragweed he was gathering in his 
yard and the nearby vacant lots. 

His experiment as planned was 
simplicity itself. He wrapped the 
ragweed plants up in paper so that 
no pollen could spread. Then he 
took the parcel up to the White 
Mountains. He waited until his 
attack, consequent on descending 
to Cambridge, had subsided. Then 
in the presence of his son, he 
opened the package and they both 
sniffed at the plants. Both were 
immediately seized with sneezing 
and itching of the eyes, nose and 
throat, with a limpid discharge. 


The attack of hay fever lasted un-| 


til the following afternoon. A 
brother, Prof. Jeffries Wyman, also 
subject to hay fever, but who did 
not sniff the plant, remained free 
from hay fever.

A PERFECT EXPERIMENT— 
two certain reactions and one con- 
trol, It was repeated at a neigh- 
boring hotel where eight people 
sniffed the plant, and all but one 
were attacked with catarrh.as they 
would have been at the same period 
at home. Eight others subject to 
hay fever, who did not sniff the 
plant, remained free. 

The ragweed origin of American 
autumnal hay fever was proved by 
this experiment. Dr. Wyman pub- 
lished his classic book, “Autumnal 
Catarrh,” in 1872. 

In a very short time this plague 
will descend on us and lay several 
millions of Americans low. They 
must begin to prepare by.(1) plan- 
ning a vacation, (2) taking im- 
munizing vaccines, (3) preparing a 
pollen-free, air-conditioned’ room, 
or (4) just making up their minds 
to’ stand it.

RESUME of the action, as de-

comic operas which have made 
Gilbert and Sullivan a household 
phrase for 60 years, is in progress 
at the Opera Comique in London. 
It is 1878 and Queen Victoria is 
sitting firmly on her throne, still 
mourning Albert, still meddling 
with the world, still grandmother 
of all Europe, still trying to teach 
some manners to her unruly grand- 
son Wilhelm, who later became 
Germany’s last Kaiser and who, 
oddly enough, was a Gilbert and 
Sullivan fan. 

The’ suave, charming, courteous, 
music writer, Arthur Sullivan, has 
been brought to her attention by 
Mrs. Pierre Lorillard Ronalds, an 
American woman with a husband 
back in Baltimore, who, with her 
tobacco money, has taken one of 
the largest houses in London and 
is entertaining the musical and lit- 
erary set at her famous Sunday 
night salons in Cadogan Place. So 
great is her influence at court that 
they are calling her “the perma- 
nent Ambassadress of the United 
States at the court of St. James's.” 
Edward VII comes often to her 
house, and Arthur Sullivan finds 
royal favor. Through her influence 
he is knighted by the Queen in 


But that man Gilbert, the author 
of the team, is a twentieth century 
American wisecracker a generation 
ahead of his time and, by the 
accident of birth, living on Vic- 
toria’s smug little island. He is 
kidding all of England’s sacred in- 
stitutions, including the Queen, and 
she will never forgive him. As long 
as she lives, and to Gilbert that 
must have seemed forever, she 
keeps throwing royal monkey- 
wrenches at him. And he fights 
back by writing a fat, disagreeable 
old woman into most of his comic 
operas. 

Excited by a flagrant slight b 
the Queen, Gilbert eee Pid 
lently with Sullivan. It is their 
final quarrel, and when next we 
see Gilbert in the play Sir Arthur 
is singing in the heavenly choir 
and Mrs. Ronalds is keeping his 
love in her heart and his original 
manuscript of “The Lost Chord” 
until, when she dies, it may be 
buried with her. 

And then in 1907, at long last, 
Edward VII is on the throne of En- 
giand and is sending for his old 
friend Gilbert to be knighted—24 
years later than Sullivan. Gilbert 
sneers at this “tin-pot” distinction, 
for he is now a sour old man, 71 
years old and hardly able to walk 
because of arthritis, gout and rheu- 
matism. But the Savoy singers, 
with Mrs. Ronalds joining in, cheer 
up Sir William and Lady Gilbert by’ 
singing, at a command perform- 
ance, some of the favorite selec- 
tions from the music that will live 
forever, |

Fay Bainter Rises 
To the Occasion in 
‘White Banners’ 


By Colvin McPherson 


VEN without the performances 
E of Fay Bainter and Claude 

Rains, the screen version of 
Lloyd C. Douglas’ “White Banners,” 
at the Ambassador, might have 
considerable value for picture au- 
diences. It contains much down- 
to-earth humor, several very tense 
situations and what its author in- 
tended, a philosophic message that 
carries some conviction, at least 
in light of its dramatic illustra- 
tion. 


“White Banners” is not greatly 
different in theme from Charles 
Rann Kennedy’s famous play, “The 
Servant in the House,” although the 
author ascribes no more divinity 
than superb self-possession to Han- 
nah Parmalee, the character Miss 
Bainter plays. Hannah comes into 
the disorganized and unhappy 
home of Prof. Ward, a physics pro- 
fessor, helps the professor get up 
enough courage and persistence to 
invent an automatic refrigerator, 
performs miracles for the others in 
the family and then goes away ina 
snowstorm again. 

Even as there was some funda- 
mental logic in “Magnificent Obses- 
sion” and “Green Light,” there is 
an acceptable idea in this, the au- 
thor’s third novel to reach the 
screen. Hannah’s gospel is to turn 
the other cheek, don’t let on that 
the blow hurt you and go ahead to 
greater success. 

Any Hollywood release on such 
a subject is bound to be overbur- 
dened with violin music, snow- 
storms, long-lost sons, sacrificial 
mother love or their equivalents, 
“White Banners” is no exception. 
Righteousness and wickedness are 
definitely separate elements and no- 
bility has its reward, in this case 
royalties on the sale of iceboxes. 

But with the effort that Miss 
Bainter, as servant; and Rains, as 
professor, give to the problem, 
“White Banners” is much to the 
good side in the entertainment 
classification. It is no longer nec- 
essary, as in “The Soldier and the 
Lady” and “Jezebel,” to point out 
that Mies Bainter is an outstand- 
ing player of the film. The role 
gives her that place and her work 
has all the restraint, accuracy and 
force that it should have. It ranks 
with the best accomplishments in 
acting in 1938. 

Rains is scarcely less successful, 
with much less of a responsibility. 
Jackie Cooper, now safely out of 
boyhood, does a highly commend- 
able share as Rains’ partner in in- 
vention and as Miss Bainter’s long- 
lost son. James Stephenson is im- 
pressive as ‘the youth's real fa- 
ther, although it is disconcerting to 
the Ambassador patron to see 
Stephenson shortly afterward hyp- 
notizing Dick Powell in “Cowboy 
From Brooklyn,” 

“Cowboy From Brooklyn,” the

RCA research 
men work hard on. making the 
Iconoscope less sensitive to infra- 
red, because man has become habit- 
uated to seeing green in films and 
photographs as a dark shade; 
Installation of the first perma- 
nent American exhibit of television 
has reached the “smoking out” 
stage at Radio City, according to 
NBC ‘engineers. .When completed 
and opened to the public early this 
fall, the exhibit will give the first 
opportunity to observe the work- 
ings of the intricate art and science 
of television.

Trade Notes 


New General Electric Set 
Requires No Aerial, Ground. 


The beam-a-scope aerial built in- 
to General Electric radio sets elim- 
inates unsightly aerial and ground, 
and a set having it may be placed 
anywhere in a house as an owner 
pleases, according to L. C, Arnold, 
appliance sales manager of the 
General Electric Supply Corpora- 
tion, the local distributer. Also, he 
says, sets having the device may 
be moved from house to house or 
apartment to apartment without 
any expense as to aerial and ground 
and, in fact, are as flexible as to 
use as a floor lamp. 

The beam-a-scope is a _ scien- 
tifically synchronized aerial, cylin- 
drically shaped, which is, enclosed 
inside of a keyboard touch tuning 
General Electric set. The aerial 
circuit is completely shielded 
against the electrostatic part of a 
station’s broadcasting signal and 
accepts only the electromagnetic 
part, making for better, quieter 
reception of programs, Arnold de- 
clares, 

Another General Electric set fea- 
ture is time tuning whereby an 
automatic program  preselector 
makes possible setting a set to tune 
in programs desired on five dift- 
ferent stations for 24 hours ahead

old flour salesman, W. Lee O’Daniel of Fort Worth, a political 
novice, was to the voters with the Golden Rule, the Ten 
Commandments, hillbilly music and the merits of his flour. 
And when the votes were all counted last week, it was found 
the evangelistic, verse-writing, music-loving, uninhibited Mr. 
O’Daniel had won the Democratic nomination for Governor of 
Texas with a clear majority over his 11 opponents. 

O’Daniel really began his cam —although even he 
didn’t know it—10 years ago when he an using the radio 
to sell flour. His program included hillbilly songs, some of 
which he wrote himself, old-time religion and homely philos- 
ophy, and in time O’Daniel became a familiar name to many 
radio listeners. Last spring he announced as a candidate for 
Governor after more than 54,000 persons had written asking 
him to make the race. 

A couple of months later he started his preres in 
earnest. He took to the road, traveling in one of his big flour 
trucks and accompanied by his seven-piece hillbilly band and 
his three children, Pat, Mike and Mollie, 19, 18 and 16 years

Accused of being unfriendly to labor, 
he replied, ‘Why, my poor father was buried in overalls.” 

Texans laughed at his sallies, reveled in his billbilly mu- 
sic, grew misty~ ved at his sentimental verses, contributed 
money to his campaign, repeated his expressions, “Please 
pass the biscuit, Pappy” and “Strike up the music, boys,” or- 

anized O’Daniel Prayer Clubs, bought his flour, and carried 
fim to victory on a landslide of votes.

OST horrible of all diseases in man or beast, with 


death inevitable once it has developed, rabies is 

still found among stray dogs in St. Louis despite 
the cam against it. Rabies has cansed one death 
in St. Louis since 1936, a girl dying Wednesday. 
Among dogs the City Health Department records show 
230 cases in 1933, 113 in 1934, $2 in 1935, 162 in 1936, and 
112 in 1937. Any warm-blooded animal is susceptible to 
the disease, but the dog, because of its close association 
with its own kind and men, is the common disseminator 
of the disease. Elimination of the stray dog and keeping 
all others leashed is looked on as the best way to stamp 
out rabies. Such methods, backed by a rigid six-month 
quarantine of all dogs entering the country, eliminated 
the disease in England. 

Persons who have reason to believe they have been 
exposed to rabies are advised to notify the Health De 
partment at once. The animal that bit or scratched them
